Mage, which was badly guarded. He threw 
a big paper package at the feet of the young 
King, who promptly kicked it out of the car- 
riage and remained seated without showing 
the slightest trace of emotion. db 

The guard escorting the royal carriage 
attacked the man, who received three saber 
cuts on the head. The halberdiers attacked 
him at the same time and stunned him with 
more blows. He was seized and conveyed 
to the corpse de gard station. 

In the meantime a paroxysm of rage got 
hold of the crowd and the people endeavored 
to lynch the man, but were restrained by the 
guard. The excitement subsided when it 
was seen that the King’s carriage had pro- 
ceeded without delay. 


Asks Infanta as Bride. 

The man’s name is Grues. He is from 
Murcia and has been employed as a waiter 
in a restaurant in Madrid. It is believed he 
is crazy. The paper which he threw at the 
feet of the King contained a request for the 
hand in marriage of the Infanta Maria Te- 


This incident caused increased vigilance on 
the part of the police, and later on four men 
were arrested among the crowd near the 
Cortes. These four were acting suspiciously, 
and it is stated that each was armed with 
dynamite cartridges to which detonators 
were attached. Eleven cartridges fixed up in 
this way were found upon the quartet.

United States Official at Island of Mar- 


scriptions Be Stopped—All Further 
Efforts on Part of the United States 
Will Be Dropped at Once. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—[Special.]— 
United States Consul Ayme, at Fort de 
France, today notified the State department 
that the relief supplies now afloat are suffi- 
cient to meet the needs of the volcano suffer- 
ers on the Island of Martinique. 

In his cable message to Secretary Hay the 
Consul suggests that the public subscrip- 
tions in the United State# should cease at 
once. 

A dispatch from St. Lucia received to- 
night says that the United States collier 
Sterling arrived at Fort de France today 
with supplies from Porto Rico. The sup- 
plies donated by the people of Porto Rico 
will be landed, but those furnished from the 
United. States Commissary department at 
San Juan will be returned. The medical sup- 
plies, mules, and ambulances will be sent to 
St. Vincent. | 

The steamer Madiana, whose cargo was 
purchased by the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, arrived at Fort de France today. 
There was a delay of four hours before the 
French authorities would receive the cargo. 


. Excitement Calming Down. 

Consul Ayme'’s message was corroborated 
by a message to the Secretary of the Navy 
from Commander T. 8. McLean of the 
cruiser Cincinnati, who cabled from the 
island of St. Lucta today as follows: 

“* Excitement at Martinique calming down. 
Many refugees, not destitute or starving, but 
frightened by appalling disaster at St. Pierre 
and grave but less serious damages in more 
northern portion of island, were leaving es- 
tates and sections which had not suffered. 
Many cases of pillaging in those districts. 
Government taking action to stop it. In 
some northern districts many cattle may 
die because volcanic dust over vegetation. 
A few good rains would cure much of this 
condition, 

“Today visited and explored ruins of 
United States and British consulates at St. 
Pierre. Found some portions charred re- 
mains of bodies. 

** Potomac has returned to De France. Re- 
ports disaster St. Vincent serious. I believe 
volcanic conditions are worse, and in some 
respects conditions of living as bad or worse 
than Martinique.”’ 


More Frightened than Hurt, 


From the tone of Consul Ayme’s dispatch it 
is assymed that the other people on the is- 
land, including the negro population, were 
more frightened than hurt, and that there is 
danger of pauperizing the people there by 
too great an influx of supplies generously 
donated by the outside world. 

For the present at least the Consul’s ad- 
vice will be followed and no more appropria- 
tions will be made by Congress, nor will 
there be any additional subscriptions espe- 
clally asked for unless the situation in the 
West Indian Islands changes materially. 


Will Send No More Supplies. 

The Buffalo is now lying in reserve at New 
York. partially laden with stores, but it was 
stated at the Navy department today that 
in all probability it will not be’sent to the 


reports of the army and navy officers on the 
islands as to the needs of their inhabitants 
are at hand. 

_A question now arises as to the disposition 
of the private contributions already at hand, 
in the event that the money Is not needed to 
buy more supplies. However, it is thought

The letters prove, in short, that the packers 
are in a trust, as that term is defined by the 
Sherman act of 1890, .

The tenor of the letters suggests that Ar- 
mour & Co. are sticklers for the trust agree- 
ments. That their position is not entirely 
altruistic, however, they confess in the fol- 
lowing to-their own agent in Philadelphia: 

“We feel we are a good deal better off 
working under such arrangements as at 


many goods and we know that we get better 
prices.”’ 

To their Scranton (Pa.) agent they express 
an abiding affection for their one-time rival, 
Swift & Co., in the following sentence: 

“Whatever you may do in competition 
with the local people who, you are sure, are

Throughout 
all this the King maintained a smiling face 
and repeatedly bowed his acknowledge- 
ments. When silence finally was restored, 
Alfonso in a loud, firm voice which could be 
heard everywhere, gave the order “ sit down.” 
There was not a tremor in his voice nor‘a 


trace of emotion. 


‘Good Weather for Coronation. 

Beautiful weather favored this, the central 
day of the fétes. At an early hour all the 
bands of music of the troops composing the 
garrison marched through the principal 
streets, playing lively marches, to the royal 
palace, where they performed beneath the 
windows of the king’s apartments. 

The royal procession was formed on the 
Plaza de Armas, in front of the palace, short- 
ly before 2 p. m., and proceeded to the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, where, fh the presence of 
the Senators and Deputies, the King took 
the oath to uphold the constitution.

Bitter Attack on America. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, May 17.—The Spanish festivities 
furnished the Saturday Review with a pre- 
text for another attack on America and 
Americans. The Review's hatred of all 
things American is becoming more virulent 
every week. This week it says: 

‘The American champions of humanity 
have appropriated and persecuted countries 
they re to relieve and liberate the inhab- 
itants. In one island the people are ¢con- 
templating commercial ruin at the hands of 
thefr benéfactors, and in another are still 
fighting them in the field, while the General 
of the American liberators is undergoing 
trial for alleged atrocities on those whom 
the country was to save from the cruel 
Spaniards. 

‘““So grim is the humor of the situation 
that it is difficult to believe it is true, and 
yet this is a plain statement of fact. To the 
Spaniards there is left at any rate the bar- 
ren satisfaction of a bitter smile, and we, 
who, our government says, would have pre- 
yented this war, would not have got from the 
Americans, in return for our anti-Spanish 
complaisance and a little Transatlantic gush 
as to an Anglo-American union, a diplomatic 
rebuff in the matter of the Panama canal 
and a commercial invasion which has not 
been surpassed in extent and hostility, with 
not one single concession whatsoever.” 

Carlists Issue a Protest. 

PARIS, May 17.—A copy of a Carlist mani- 
festo, seized at Madrid, has reached Paris. 
It is signed * Your King, Carlos,” and it 
protests against the “usurpation of the 
throne by the so-called Alfonso 
dwells upon the sad. legacy left by the re- 
gency and the darker prospects ahead, “ un- 
less the Almighty provides a remedy,” which 
is to be found in the restitution of the throne 
to Don Carlos, “a monarch by right.” 

The manifesto fell flat, and the publishers 
are to be prosecuted.

Care Taken of Envoys. 

Every reasonable precaution had been 
taken to provide for the safety of the Prin- 
cess and special Ambassadors and Minister 
Weyler, as the Minister of War, had massed 
a large force of regularsin the capital, which 
is estimated as high as 60,000, 

The route of the royal progress from the 
palace to the House of Congress was heavily 
lined with troops hours before the function 
took place. The soldiers were well dis- 
ciplined and trained to the work of maintain- 
ing order and exercising a restraint over the 
crowds. Good nature prevailed and there 
was a genuine holiday spirit in the chief 
thoroughfares, which were decorated with 
simplicity, but not without taste. There 
were continuous lines of poles or palms with 
festoons and rosettes of artificial flowers 
from side to side, and across the roadway. 
The fronts of buildings were decorated with 
hangings of bright color and there were 
gleams of gold everywhere to match the royal 
scarlet.

BORN TO RULE THE KINGDOM. 


Alfonso’s Whole Life Devoted to Study 
and Work in Preparation for 
Duties as a Ruler. 


Alfonso XIII was born a King. On Dec. 
1, 1887, when a year and a half old, 
he was enthroned before the Cortes as the 
ruler of Spain. He has been educated for 
Kingship ever since. But he has been 
reared in the palace the child of middle- 
class parents, mindful of his physical de- 
velopment and _ surrounded by all the 
healthful influences of home life. He was 
kept in the open air and made to exercise 
his body as much as his strength would 
permit. 

Hig teachers were selected carefully by 
his mother. They had over him the same 
authority that teachers have over the son 
of any gentleman, and the fact that he was 
a King did not permit him to neglect his 
studies. Born to command, he was taught 
to obey. 

The routine of his daily life was planned 
carefully. The Boy King has known few 
idle hours. It has been his custom to rise 


early, bathe, eat a light breakfast, study 


until 10 o'clock, and finish the forenoon with 
a ride. After the midday meal came an 
hour's rest and study until 4 o'clock. From 
4 until 6 in the afternoon the little King, 
with a score of boys of his own age, was 
drilled in military exercises. 

After dinner the time was spent in reading, 
music, and social diversions. 

Alfonso reads and writes fluently French, 
English and German, in addition to his own 
language. He is well versed in the history 
of his own land as well of the nations of 
Europe, while his reading of all the coun- 
tries of the world has been general. In 
addition he has been carefully instructed 
in military science. He Knows the duties 
of a soldier and always has worn the uniform 
of a cadet. Yesterday for the first time he 
donned the garb of a Captain General of 
the Spanish army. 


Gives Promise of High Spirit. 


Alfonso gives promise of a high spirit, 
strong patriotism, a rather stiff conserva- 
tism, and considerable haughtiness. He has 
a strong belief in the divine right of Kings 
to rule. His spirit is illustrated by a story 
told of him and his eldest sister, the Princess 
of the Asturias. Until he was born she was 
Queen, and if he dies without issue she will 
become Queen again. 

The Princess, according to the story, fell 
in love with Don Carlos of Bourbon, a rela- 
tive of and adherent of the pretender to the 
Spanish throne, and & protégé of both the 
Pope and General Weyler. Premier Sagasta 
opposed the marriage bitterly for political 
reasons. The Queen Regent had been urg- 
ing her daughter to give up Don Carlos, to 
whom the Premier and the majority of the 
people objected.

If God allows me to 
rejgn I shall marry the Princess whom my 
subjects and my Ministers wish me to wed, 
even if I do not like her, and I shall be true 
to her even though I may happen to love 
another lady.” | 


Must Seek for a Wife. 


After his coronation the next event of im- 
portance in King’ Alfonso’s life will be hi 
marriage, for upon his happy marriage de- 
pends much of the future history of Spain. 
It is now planned that during the coming 
year he is to make his first tour of Europe. 
«In this visit to the royal courts of the 
continent he will meet the marriageable 
Princesses. It will be a pathetic picture—the 
éight of the boyish King led about the royal 
residences of Europe by the diplomats, who 
seek to strengthen the position of Spain and 
to gain the political influences of a powerful 
ally by sacrificing the personal wishes and 
perhaps the affections of the little King, 
who may love where he pleases, but who 
must wed where politics and intrigue direct- 


War with United States. 


The war between Spain and the United 
States made a deep impression on the mind 
of the boy King. For nights he scarcely 
slept. He was kept thoroughly informed 
by his mother of the progress of the negotia- 
tions which preceded the declaration of war. 
He was thoroughly conversant with every 
detail of the dispute. When the war finally 
began the young King was eager for all the 
news of the campaign. When the first ships 
loaded with the wounded arrived he visited 
the hospitals, talked to the soldiers, and left 
them presents. 

During this war the King made his first 
public appearances in the streets of Madrid— 
not as a: boy in his mother’s carriage, but 
alone, dressed in a simple cadet uniform, and 
attended by the usual military escorts. He 
returned the salutes of the soldiers, and was 
so winning and gracious to the people that 
he won their hearts. 

The Spanish-American war left no resent- 
ment in the King’s mind toward the United 
States. In fact, the extreme cordiality shown 
to the special embassy from the United 
States leaves the impression that secretly 
the young King is grateful to a combination 
of circumstances that lifted the burdens of 
maintaining the colonies from the shoulders 
of Spain. 


Is Loved by the People. 


Two incidents have served to increase Al- 
fonso’s popularity with the people. In the 
first place, he made the late Marshal Campos 
his friend. Later, during the darkest hours 
of the threatened Catalonian revolt two 
years ago, the young King in some mafiner 
drew General Weyler to him, and asa result 
Weyler—the strongest man in Spain—is a de- 
voted adherent of the boy who today wields 
the scepter over the kingdom. 

As far as appearances can be judged, Al+ 
fonso is popular and loved by the people of 
Spain. As long ashe lives it is believed that 
the morfirchy is safe. But after that—the 
deluge. 

For sixteen years Alfonso’s kingdom has 
been ruled by his mother. She has faced 
threatened revolution a score of times. An- 
archy has threatened the overthrow of the 
government time and again. Conspiracies 
and plots against the throne have been dis- 
covered and'foiled repeatedly. And yet the 
| Queen Regent, hated almost universally by 
the people to whom she came as a stranger, 
has carried Spain safely through every na- 
tional crisis and saved the throne for her son, 
its rightful occupant. 

King Alfonso has been educated carefully 
for the troublesin store forhim. His mother 
thas had sole care of him. She has guarded 
his health and developed his mental facul- 
ties. She has taught him to obey, to have 
tact, to exercise patience, to be courteous, 
and to have confidence in himself.

CAR CRASHES INTO PARADE 


FOUR PERSONS INJURED AND 
PANIC AMONG CHILDREN. 


Eleetric Sprinkler Strikes a Band 
Wagon, Throwing Occupants Into 
Street—Horses Drawing Float on 
Which Boys and Girls Are Dancing 
Become Unmanageable and Young 
Performers Jump to Pavement—Mo- 
torman Blamed for the Collision. 


Four persons were Injured and a number of 
children were t**own into a panic at Sixty- 
seventh and State streets yesterday after- 
noon by a street railway sprinkling car crash- 
ing into a band wagon. 

While musicians were playing and a group 
of children on a gay!ly decorated float were 
dancing around a May pole the sprinkiing 


car struck the band wagon, hurling the occu- 


pants to the pavement and narrowly missing 
the float. The children were frightened and 
many of them jumped headlong from the 
float and sustained slight bruises. 


The Injured. 


Cannon, Thomas, 32 years old, bass drum player, 
840 Racine avenue; scalp wound; right side of 
head, right elbow and side severely bruised; 
taken home: 

Hayherst, Frank, clerk, directing the line of 
parade, 6233 Peoria street; severely cut on right 
side of head, right shoulder, arm, and body 
bruised: taken to Englewood Union Hospital. 

Lennon, 
leader of the band, 11 years old, 6207 Haleted 
street; internally injured; taken to Englewood 


Union Hospital.

208 Bast Thirty-seventh street; left ankle 
fractured, severe cut on right knee; taken to the 
Englewood Union Hospital. 

To signalize the opening of a new clothing 
store the band of fourteen musicians had 
been engaged to parade through the streets. 
A score of children, ranging in age from 
10 to 15 years, carried out a program on the 
float in which the twining of ribbons around 
a May’ pole was the feature. Miss May 
Peterson, 5308 Center avenue, acted as Queen 
of the May. 

As the intersection of Sixty-seventh and 
State streets was reached the sprinkling car 
approached, but the music by the band 
drowned the géng, which was sounded by 
C. A. Sherman, the motorman. The rear 
wheels of the band wagon were just leav- 
ing the center of the tracks when suddenly 
‘the sounds’ of gayety were changed to cries 
of despair. 


Panic Among Children. 


The biare of the brass instruments ceased 
and in its place was heard the splintering of 
wood and the cries of the frightened and in- 
jured. As the band wagon was thrown over 
to one side the sprinkler car shot on ahead 
between the wreckage and the 
horses attached to the float. - The childre: 
struggled and many jumped to the street. 
Bystanders went to the rescue and prevent- 
ed further injuries by bringing the runaways 
to a halt. 

Iieutenant Barrett and a detail of police- 
men were soon on the field and the disabled 
were lifted into the ambulances. Little John 
Lennon was lifted from beneath a broken 
seat and carried in the arms of his father to 
a store, from where he was taken tothe hos- 
pital. Although suffering from pain he com- 
plained only of the loss of the piccolo, which 
had been a birthday present to him the week 
before. The instrument had been crushed 
beneath the wagon wheels. 

Motorman Sherman lives at 1024 West 
Sixty-ninth street. When the police arrived 
he had disappeared. 

James Morgan, 6831 Perry avenue, wasa 
witness of the accident, and said: 

“Tt was all the fault of the motorman.

Foss Gives the Glory to the Navy. 

During the discussion Mr. Foss of Illinois 
remarked that he had supposed the Sampson- 
Schiey controversy was dead, which raiseda 
laugh on the Democratic side. He said the 
controversy ought to have been closed when 
the’ court of inquiry made its findings and 
when the President of the United States re- 
viewed those findings. He said he was glad 
Schley was at Santiago; that Clark had 
brought the Oregon around the Horn; that 
Wainwright was there, a man who never felt 
that he was too near the enemy; but above all 
he was glad that the men umhonored and un- 
sung, the men behind the guns. were there. 
The honor of the Santiago campaign is large 
enough for all, said Mr. Foss. “ In this con- 
troversy I have never been for either Admi- 
ral Sampson or Admiral Schley.

The oné topic of conversation among the 
commissioners today is the report of the 
Committee on Creed Revision made yester- 
day. If opinions as gathered from conver- 
sations can be taken as indicative of the 
action of the assembly the report will be 
adopted with but few changes. Such disap- 
pointment in the report as has been ex- 
pressed comes from the liberal faction of 
the body, which feels that the committee did 
not get as far away from the old standards 
as it would have liked.

Many Sent to Prison,

for three. 

Attorney General De Trevous de Breffeillac 
does not think these sentences afe sévere 
enough and will appeal the cases to the Paris 
The Martinique courts have jiiris- 
diction over penitentiary offenses, of which 
the maximum penalty is five years. Loot- 
ing is a crime which belongs to the Assize 
Court, Notwithstanding thie, it is stated 
that the acting judge at Morne Rouge, the 
summer resort outside of St. Pierre, sentenced 
one looter to twenty years’ imprisonment. 


Try to Lynch Looters. 


The people attacked and tried to lynch the 
looters while they were being taken to jail.

o Violence was used, and there were no 
casualties. 

The people generaliy are highly excited 
over the looting and are anxious that the 
eriminals shall be tried by the higher courts 
and more severe sentences imposed. 


‘Visit to Ruined Coast, 


The French warship Suchet, with Acting 
Governor L’ Huerre, Benator Knight, Deptty 
Clement, Colonel Dains, and Chief Surgeon 
Lydin aboard, sailéd from here yesterday for 
the cities not yet visited to the north of 81. 
Pierre, 

The cruiser stopped at St. Pierre and low- 
ered boats, which were quickly recalled, as 


the volcano Was roaring and eMitting dense | 


volumes of smoke. The boats sailed away 
immediately and the Suchet tett. 

At Grand Riviere the Suchet found the 
river of the same name had overflowed its 
panks. Provisions were delivered for the 
refugees. Twenty-five of the latter were 
taken on board the Suchet. . 

The Suchet then steamed slowly along the 
cbast, taking soundings. At Some points no 
bottom could be found, and at others reefs 
of rocks were discovered where none existed 
before. 

At Basse Pointe many persons swam out 
to the Suchet and asked to be taken aboard, 
but the Captain had to refuse them, as he 
had his vessel crowded already. 

Provisions were distributed at Riviere 
Blanche, on the river of the same nhame, 
which was found to be covered with mud 
twenty feet deep. The doctors went ashore 
and examined the gifuation closely. They 
ordered that bodies should be burned and 
that the people should leave the place. 
About fifty persons were brought to Fort 
de France. A chemist who was aboard the 
Suchet analyzed the sand or ashes that 
Mont Pelee emitted and found them to bea 
composition of sulphur and saltpeter. 


British Officer in Trouble. 


It was learned today that Captain Du 
Barry of the English artillery at St. Lucia, 
who secured a leave of absence and accom- 
panied the party which left here on May. 
13 for St. Pierre to recover the body of the 
daughter of Signor Paravicino, the Italian 
Consul at Barbados, who had been Vvisit- 
ing at St. Pierre, was guilty of looting. 

According to the stories told, while the 
party was engaged in the solemn duty of 
looking for the body, Captain Du Barry en- 
tered the church and carried away the 
golden chalice, two golden crosses, and 
smaller golden altar pieces. He said noth- 
ing about it at the time, but the mat- 
ter was discovered afterwards. 

Senator Knight asked Captain Du Barry 
to return the articles before he sailed on 
the United States cruiser Cincinnati for St. 
Lucta. Captain Du Barry refused to do so 
and sailed on the 15th. 


British Government Notified. 


Acting Governor L’Huerre cabled to the 
French government on the subject. The 
Foreign office officialg replied that they 
would notify England of Captain Du Barry's 
conduct. Further information on the sub- 
ject has not cleared the affair up. It ap- 
pears that Captain Du Barry delivered the 
articles in question to the French Consul at 
St. Lucia. He states that he took them from 
the church at St. Pierre for safe keeping, al- 
though when found they were ina secret and 
unknown place. It is not known whether 
the action of Du Barry was of his own voli- 


tion or whether it was dictated by the Brit- } 


ish Foreign office. 


Searching United States Consulate. 

Captain McLean of the Cincinnati, Com- 
mander Gilmore, and Consul Ayme, with a 
guide, went on Friday to St. Pierre, Mar- 
tinique, to search for the body of Mr. Pren- 
tis, the American Consul, and also for the 
bodies of the members of his family. The 
guide located the American Consulate ® a 
mass of stones. He penetrated the ruins 
and found much silverware marked ‘‘ M.” 
A skeleton was found in the courtyard, but 
there was no positive evidence as to whore 
body it was. Several tons of stones must 
be removed before any identification can 
be made. The mark “ M.” on the silver- 
ware probably represents the name of Consul 
Prentis’ wife. 

Second Catastrophe Is Feared. 

T.ast night the town was Aroused bt fifteen 
detonations, accompanied by thunder and 
lightning, which illuminated the tsland. At 
the same time the eruption was redoubled 
for several hours. A second catastrophe is 
feared. New craters have been férmed in 
the neighborhood of Precheur. A fifth of 
the total surface of the island has been 
burned, and the other four-fifths is covered 
with cinders. It is a remarkable fact that 
the inhabitants brought from the north insist 
on returning home, notwithstanding the dan- 
gers.

Lava District Rapidly Cleared. 


The district is being rapidly cleared. A 
niimber of patients have been brought to this 
city.

Toward evening vesterday there was a 
slight convulsion, followed by a small dis- 
charge of smoke, but this caused no alarm.

The bed of lava in the Windward 
district ia still hot. The abyss 1,500 deep ana 
+0) feet wide which existed between Langley 
Park and Rabacci is filled with lava, and the 
physical features of the mountaif& on either 
side are apparently more beautiful than be- 
fore the eruption. 

A curious cireumstance connected with 
the eruption is that the earthquakes were 
not general, notwithstanding the smallness 
of the fstahd. While at Chateau Belair the 
convuléions preceding the eruption of May 7 
were alMost continuous, every few hours, in 
Kingstown and Georgetown only sixty 
shocks were felt in four hours. : 

Although attended with smaller loss of 
life, the eruption of Le Soufriere was not 
less violent than that of Mont Pelée, in the 
Isiand of Martinique. 


Sixteen Square Miles Devastated. 


The area covered by lava here comprises 
sixte¢n square miles. The fact that the loss 
of life and damage to propérty in St. Vincent 
were smaller than in Martinique is due to 
the position of La Souffiere and the amalier 
population of the district, the mountain 
overtanging sugar and arrow-root estates, 
and a couple of thinly populated villages, 
Whose inhabitants were given warning. of 
the approaching, disaster and fled for their 
lives. All the viNagers who remained were 
killed. 

The officials of St. Vincent are busy reliev- 
ing the sufferers and housing the sick and 
homeless The problem fiow facing the 
government is how to provide permanently 
for the natives, who lost houses, lands, and 
everything they possessed. Peasant settle- 
ments may be formed on the estates, the 
lands of which the government possesses 
the legal machinery to appfopriate, but 
money is needed to assist the settlers to build 
houses thereon and to provide them with sus- 
tenance during the cultivation of their land.

Hazleton, Pa., May 17.—[Special.]—All 
differences between the operators and miners 
of the Springfield, Ill., district have been ad- 
jJusted and there will be no Strike there fora 
year at least. 

An agreement was reached today after a 
long conference between representatives of 
the men and their employers, who had come 
here to discus@® the few differences between 
them. Pite details of the agreement were 
not made publie, but it is known that it will 
hold for one year.

Civic Federation May Act. 

The arrival here tonight of Ralph M. 
Easley, secretary of the National Civie fed- 
eration, lends color to the reports which 
have been current for the last few days 
that the federation is making an effort to 
terminate the anthracite coal miners’ strike. 

Asked if he brought any message from 


Senator Hanna or any other member of the | 


Civic federation, Mr. Easley replied in the 
negative and added that he was not-acting 
in the capacity of a messenger. 

Secretary Easley spent part of yesterday 
in Washington in conference with Senator 
Hanha and Samtel Gompers. President of 
the Federation of Labor, and a member of 
the National Civie federation, 

Nothing official was given out regarding 
the *calling out of the bituminous miners. It 
is understood, however, that the district 
Presidents of the three anthracite districts 
are in communication with the Presidents of 
the bituminous districts for the purpose of 
getting two of them to make up five neces- 
sary to call a special national convention to 
consider the advisability of calling out the 
soft coal miners. This is believed to be only 
a formality, as it is thought the West Vir- 
ginia and Michigan districts will agree to the 
asssembling of such a convention. 

Reports received at strike headquarters to- 
day were to the effect that the order to strike 
was being carried out to the letter. Several 
riimors reached here today that non-union 
men, of whom there are comparatively few, 
had made attempts to return to work in some 
localities, but not one of these could be veri- 
fled. 

Secret Meeting in Buffalo. 

Chicago representatives of Eastern mine 
operators and other Western agents have 
gone to Buffalo, N. Y., fora conference with 
representatives of the railroads and big coal 
companies. Calis for the meeting wére sent 
out on Friday, and late that night the local 
men left for the East. 

So important is the meeting that the em- 
ployés at the various local offices professed 
to know nothing of the gathering when first 
questioned, and then acknowledged that some 
representative ‘of their firm had gone East 
“on business,” but would be back on Mon-

Superintendent Ames, Brother of the 
Mayor, Three of His Detectives, and 
a Special Officer Indicted by Grand 
Jury on Charge of Accepting and 
Soliciting Money from a Gang of 
Swindlers=Crooks Furnish the 
dence—Men Deny Their Guilt. 


_ Minneapolis, Minn., May 17.—[Specia!.]— 
Fred W. Ames, Chiéf of Policé of Minneap- 
olis; Detectives Christopher Norbeck, James 
Howard, and John Morrissey, and Special 
Officer Irving Gardner are under indictment 
and arrest on the charge of receiving or so- 
lieiting bribes. 

The grand jury announces that it has but 
—_ begun its probing into the police scan- 
al. 
day caused a tremendous sénsation, but it is 
known that the jury is after ‘still bigger 
game, and wholesale indictments are ex- 
pected. 

For months it has been asserted that a 
gang of what are known as.‘ Big Mitt ’ men 
has operated in Minneapolis under the pro- 
tection of the police.” The polite detectives 
claimed to be unable to locate the swindlers, 
and yet when the victims complained at 
headquarters the police were always ready 
with advice for them to settle for so much 
money and leave the city. 


Swindlers Inform on Police. 

There happenéd to be two detectives who 
evidently had hot received proper instruc- 
tions, for when they accidentally discovered 
Chafles Howard and “Billy” Bdwards 
working a game on a rural visitor they ar- 
rested them. They were cotivicted and ate 
now awaiting sentence. The swindlers were 
angty, and declared the Police department 
had “thrown them down.” They said they 
weré paying for protection that did not 
protect, and in revenge went before the grand 
jury: and told about all of their operations 
for the last year. Their receipts were as 
high as $8,000 a month and they claimed 
that'the police received forty per cent of this 
amount, 

The grand jury was deluged with evidence 
implicating at least thirty members of the 
police force. The State was able to sectite 
corroborative evidence in the way of account 
books, testimony of the criminals, ete. In- 
dictments speedily followed. Howard and 
Morrissey were charged with accepting 
bribes amounting to $25. In addition to 
Chief Ames, who was arraigned today, Detee- 
tive Norbeck was arraigned on a similar 
charge, as was Irving Gardner, the latter be- 
ing the go-between orcollector. It is reported 
that Gardneft and probably Norbeck have 
gone before the grand jury and told every- 
thing they knew in an effort to escape prose- 
cution. Gardner was in the sweatbox for 
niné hours. 


All Deny Their Guilt. 


There is only one indictment against S8u- 
perintendent Afmes, but each of the others 
has sevéral counts against him. The 
amounts received as bribes in each case vary 
from $25 to $200, 

All of the prisoners deny their guilt and 
were released on bail.

The collision occurred a mile east of Hyan- 
nis, between the Portland-St. Louis fiyer, 
east-bound, and an extra stock train bound 
west with twenty-five carloads of cattle. 

It was necessary to build a track around 
the wreck, and this has indefinitely delayed 
the arrival of the flyer, which was due here 
at 1 o'clock this afternoon. Surgeons and a 
wrecking crew were sent out from Alliance.

HEAR PLANS 
GREATER LOOP. 
Three Schemes Presented to 


Aldermen of the Trans- | 
portation Committee. 


ONE TO INVADE MONROE. 


Polk Street Also Suggested, as Is 
a New and Subsidiary 
Structure. 


To meet the demands of traffic on the Union 
Elevated Loop, three plans were proposed 
yesterday before the Local Transportation 
committee. One of the plans has the approval 
of Presidegt Clarence Buckingham of the 
Union Loop company. With Attorney Clar- 
ence Knight, Mr. Buckingham was in confer- 
ence with the committee to devise a plan for 
the extension of the loop’s capacity. 

The scheme that received the approval of 
the company wis a proposition of Alderman 
MavVor to divide the loop and build an elevated 
structure in Monrve street. This would give 
the Lake Street and Northwestern Elevated 
roadis 4 loop in Lake gtreet, Wabash avenue, 
Monroe street, and Fifth avenue, and the 
South Side and Metropolitan roads a loop in 
Van Buren street, Wabash avenue, Monroe 
street, and Fifth avenue. 

The committee decided to leave the matter 
to the engineer who is to be appointed to re- 
vise the traction systems of the city. 


Three Plans, Three Difficulties. 


Frontage consents are the obstacle ahead 


-of the Mavor plan for dividing the loop. 


The objectione which property-owners might 
raise 
of the plan, except as it was stated that they 
would. have to be secured. 

Another plan, advanced by Alderman Pat- 
terson and incorporated in an ordinance, was 
to extend the loop to Polk street on the south. 
A modification of this was suggested by Al- 
derman Werno, who suggested a subsid 
loop in Polk street, Fifth avenue, Wabas 
avenue and Van Buren street, to be used by 
the South Bide and Metropolitan roads in 
eonnection with the present loop. 

In addition to these three plans there was 
another for a “ double-decked loop,” which 
was mentioned but not considered. 

“It takes too long to get around. the loop 
now,” said Alderman Mavor, in objection to 
the Patterson Polk street plan. ‘“ Nearly

pled in getting arbund the business district. 
The thing to do, it strikes me, is to divide the 
loop and run trains in Monroe street.”’ 


Congestion Problem Remains. 


The objection raised to this was that it 
only added to thé congestion of business in 
the réstricted area within the present loop. 
To remedy it was one of the reasons behind 
the plan to extend the stfucture to the south. 

Unless some plan of meeting the increasing 
demands on the loop be found it was said 
that a system of separate terminals for each 
road must result 

The engineer to whom the work of revising 
the traction systems will be given will be 
either George Yuille, formerly With the 
Union Traction company, or J. B. Arnold. 
The decision of the committee will be an- 
founced this week. 


ONE HOPE FOR LOST FUNDS. 


Counsel Walker Says the Only Way Is 
to Hold Former Controllers 
for Them. 


Former Controllers of Chicago, dating back 
to 1871, may be called on to make up the 
shortage of $1,800,000 In special assessment 
rebates due the propefty-owners up to the 
time of the enactment of the neW special 
asésSment law three years ago.

According to the charts Maryland 
and Indiana will be most affected. It is

To satisfy those interested that these car- 
riages actually do what is claimed for them 
Secretary Root. invited a select party to wit- 
ness the actual firing of a ten-inch gun with 
service charges and a standard projectile. 
There wae a large contingent of Senators 
and Representatives, including the members 
of the military committees of both Houses, 
a detachment of engineer officers, and repre- 
sentatives of the artillery and infantry. The 
test was under the genera! charge of Briga- 
dier General Randolph, Chief of Artillery, 
and Brigadier Genera! Gillespie, Chief of En- 
gineers. Four rounds were fired from a 
standard ten-inch rifle, and the rapidity, ac- 
curacy, and marvelous adjustment of ma- 
chinery was a source of great interest to 
the spectators. 

The Crozier-Buffington,.carriage raised the 
huge gun without the slightest difficulty, 
fired the conical projectile weighing over 


600 pounds, and returned the gun below the 
concrete parapet long before the shot struck 


the water some 8,000 yards down the 
Each time the gun worked with 
the same resistiess accuracy, and the mem- 
bers of the military committees and of the 
House Committee on Appropriations were 
convinced by a practical test of the extraor- 
dinary value of the disappearing carriage. 
They stood within fifty feet of the great 
gun, and after the roar of the discharge had 
scarcely time to get their fingers from their

The great advantage of the disappearing 
gun carriage, as demonstrated today, lies in 
the fact that there is no gun nor shield to 
furnish a target to the enemy. Even when 
it is fired the gun is above the parapet for | 
a few seconds only, and when smokeless. 
powder is used there is no way in which an 
enemy at the ordinary range can determine 
the location of the battery. More than that, 
the gun is exposed to the hostile fire only 
for the fraction of a minute while it is above 
the pafapet, and the only man who is within 
the line of fire from the river at any time is 
the gunner atthe sighting telescope, and he, 
too, is exposed only for a few seconds at the 
actual time of @ring. 

The distinguished party which witnessed 
the test today was especially impressed with 
the mechanical triumph by means of which 
an enormous gun is raised about five feet 
merely by the use of counterbalancing 
weights, the recoil returning the gun to its 
loading position so that no electric or steam 
power is needed during the entire operation. 

The spectators were satisfied, as the result 
of this test, that a land battery with disap- 

pearing carriages is 
Congress Will practically immune 


Aband from the attack of a 
Barbette ware hostile fleet, while the 
System. test showed that a 10- 


inch gun can be fired 
several times a minute and yet its exact lo- 
cation remain unknown to the enemy. 

At Fort Weshington, where the test was 
made today, there are at least six of these 
big guns, and it is believed that this one for- 
tification is more than sufficient to protect 
the capital from the fleets of the world, at- 
tacking by means of the Potomac River. The 
gune are so placed as to command the 
reaches of the river at decidedly different 
angles, #0 that the attacking fleet would be 
under fire for a long period of time. 

The result of the test today is chiefly im- 
portant because it determines the fact that 
Congress will not only continue to make use 
of the disap @ gun carriages, but will 
abandon the barbette system of stationary 
carriages, with the guns permanently above 
the parapet, wherever it is possible to do so. 
As the result of the firing todey the artillery, 
engineer, and ordnance officers united with 
the members of Congress in declaring that 
when the coast defense system is fully 
equipped with 10 and 12 inch guns, mounted 
on disappearing carriages, they will easily 


be able to stand off the fleets of the world. 


Still another result of the test today is 
likely to be favorable to General Crozier, 
the ‘new chief of ord- | 
nance, whose nomina- May Insure 
and General Buffing-Crozier’s Promotion. 
ton, who invented the 
disappearing carriage, presented it to 
the nation absolutely without cost. The 
Senators today expressed the opinion that 
the Inventor of such a wonderful piece of 
mechanism had fairly earned his promotion 
as Chief of Ordnance, even if he did have to 
be jumped over a dozen or two officers as 
faithful but evidently less gifted. It is quite 
probable, therefore, that General Crozier’s 
confirmation will speedily follow upon this 
semi-public test of his invention.

DEAD UNION OFFICER REBURIED 
AT ARLINGTON. 


to Its Former Leader in the Civil 

War—Addresses Delivered by Pres- 

ident Roosevelt, Speaker Hender- 

son, Senator Foraker, and Others— 

Victories of Civil War Extolled as 
Saviors of the Nation. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—The remains 
of Major General William 8S. Rosecrans were 
today reinterred in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington under the direction of the Society 
of the Army of the Cumberland. 

President Roosevelt, Speaker Henderson, 
Senator Foraker, and Congressmen Hep- 
burn, Grosvenor, and Gardner delivered the 
addresses. 

The ceremony was imposing, the regular 
army being represented by troops of all 
branches of the service, and the Loyal 
Legion, Grand Army of the Republic, and 
other organizations attended. 

Among the distinguished men present, in 
addition to the President and his Cabinet, 
were: Generals. Miles, Schofield, Corbin, 
James Longstreet, and a large number of 
officers from the regular army. : 


Speaker Henderson’s Tribute. 


In opening the exercises, Speaker Hender- 
son, who presided, delivered an address, in 
which he paid a glowing tribute to the per- 
sonal worth and military renown of General 
Rosecrans. He said, briefly: 

“While the history of Carnifex Ferry, 
Iuka, Corinth, Stone Rivér, and Chickamau- 
ga will be his great monument as a soldier, 
his grave at Arlington Heights will be a 
sacred spot visited by you and your descend- 
ants and the lovers of liberty throughout the 
coming centuries. 

“I am not a soldier worshiper if the only 
claims of the soldier are marked by human 
graves or great victories to command the 
devotion, respect, and love of the country. 
The soldier's aims must be analyzed and un- 
derstood, and these must show that he com- 
prehended that for which he fought, and that 
love of country rose above the ambition to be 
@ great fighter. 


Plow Better than Sword. 


_ “The plow is better than the sword; the 
school bdok is a better guide than the work 
on military tactics; the builder is better than 
the destroyer; the maker of homes better 
thamthe maker of graves, and yetif the work 
of the soldier is to protect the plow, the 
school, and the home he is entitled to respect 
according to the valor of his heart and arm.” 


President Roosevelt’s Address. 

In his address President Roosevelt said in 
part: 

‘The speaker in his address has well said 
that the builder rather than the destroyer is 
the man most entitled to honor among us; 
that the man who builds‘up is greater than 
he who tears down; and that our honor must 
be for the fighting man who not only fought 
worthily, but fought tn a worthy cause. And, 
therefore, for all time not enly the people 
of this great reunited country, but the na- 
tions of Mankind who see the hope for the 
ordered liberty in what this country hasdone 
—will forever hold you. the men of the great 
civil war and the leaders like him whose 
mortal remains are to be put today in their 
final resting place, in peculiar honor. : 


Great Work Is Finished. 


™“* Without the work that you did, the work 
of the men who fought to a successful close, 
the rebellion would have meant nothing. To 
you it was given to do the great work which 
if left undone would have meant that all 
else done- by our people would have counted 
for nothing. You left us a reunited country 
with an all pride in the gallantry and self- 
devotion of those who wore the gray. 

“We have today lesser tasks, but shame 
to us if we flinch from doing or fail to do 
well the lesser tasks where you carried to 
triumphant victory a feat as difficult as 
that which was set you. 

“To do the work necessary, whatever that 
work may be; to make good the work that 
you did; to acknowledge the inspiration of 
your careers in war and in peace, and to re- 
mind ourselves once for all that lip loyalty 
is not the loyalty that counts; that loyalty 
that counts is the loyalty that shows itself 
in deeds rather than words, and that, there- 
fore, we pledge ourselves to make good by 
our lives what you risked your lives to gain 
and keep for the nation asa whole.”

| THREE CARLOADS TIED UP 


Expressman Who Attempts to

Unless the Western News company signs 
an agreement with the Delivery Drivers’ 
union the public will find a scarcity of mag- 
azines at the news stands for the rest of the 
month, 

The company is tied up completely, and 
three carloads of magazines and periodicals, 
ready to be distributed, are awaiting dis- 
position on the railroad tracks. Nearly all 
the magazines are received between . the 
15th and 28th of each month, and the strike 
of the drivers promises to deprive the pub- 
lic of its monthly reading. 

Two attempts were made yesterday by the 
company to get its mail and make distribu- 
tions. An expressman was hired, and, es 
corted by two detectives from a private 
agency, he succeeded in taking some pack- 
ages from the postoffice to the headquarters 
of the company at 206@/Madison street. When 
he drove away. was pursued by a crowd 
of men, who Gut his lines and pelted him 
in the face. 


Jeered by the Crowd. 

The expressman was followed to Dearborn 
and. Monroe streets, where he was stopped. 
His harness was cut and the second line sev- 
ered. The man pleaded for protection from 
bystanders, who jeered him. Finally he 
promised never todo any more hauling where 
there was a strike. 

H, A. Allbright, an employé, attempted to 
take out a vehicle from the company’s barn 
at 211 East Huron street. He’was assaulted 
and beaten, but his injuries were not serious. 
He returned to the barn and could not be in- 
duced to leave it until he was assured there 
was no danger. Then he was taken to his 
residence, 5060 Evans avenue. 

Eight policemen guarded the headquarters 
of the company during the day, two being 
stationed in front of the building in Madison 
rtreet, and six in the rear, to protect the alley. 
Pickets representing the various teamsters’ 
organizations watched proceedings. 

Manager E. A. Shepley said it had been im- 
possible for the company to fill its orders

A new development in the tugmen’s strike 
was an order which went into effect at 6 
o'clock’ last night that no line boats should 
be towed. It is believed the order was 
issued to secure the help of the lake line 
companies in bringing the Great Lakes 
Towing company to terms. 


Voting on Wage and Hours. 

Members of the Retail Clerks’ association 
are voting on a proposition, submitted by the 
Federated Council, providing that sixty 
hours shall be the maximum number of hours 
for one week's work, and no union clerk shall 
work on Sunday; that $11 per week shall be 
the minimum for one week’s wage for a 
union male clerk, and $6 the minimum for 
one week's wage fora union female clerk.

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KIDNAPED GREEK 
LOSES HIS MONEY 


Tony Pappageorge Charges 


That Constables Took $140 
from Cash Drawer. 


DETECTIVES ON GUARD. 


Store from Which Fruit Dealer 
Was Ejected Placed in Hands 
of Receiver.

While Tony Pappageorge was being 
whirled around the South Side in a car- 
riage in company with constables who had 
ejected him from his fruit store at 4100 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, he says $140 disappeared 
from the cash tray in the store, which he 
was forced to abandon at the point of re- 
yolvers. 

During the enforced absence of Tony 
strange men, whose identity cannot’ be 
learned, but who, it is reported, were act- 
ing under orders from Tony's landlord, 
dumped all of the fruit dealer’s possessions 
on to the sidewalk in front of the store. 
When Tony returned his demand for admit- 
tance to the store that he might secure 
the $140 which he was compelled to leave 
behind him was refused. 

“ There is nothing in the:store,’’ a consta- 
ble is said to have replied: ‘“‘ Everything is 
out here in the street.’’ 


Finds His Money Gone. 

Then the fruit’ dealer began to search for 
his $140. He found the cash drawer and 
opened it excitedly. 

“The money is gone,”’ he declared, “‘ and 
the constables took it. They robbed me not 
only of my store but of my momey.”’ 

When he diseovered his loss he acted like 
a@ man crazed. With blood streaming down 
his face and hatless and coatless he went to 
‘ the dry goods store of C. H. Rimes, 4042 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue. It is to Rimesthat Tony’s 
store had been leased, and he is blamed by 
the Greek for all the trouble. As Tony en- 
tered the front door Mrs. Rimes warned her 
husband, who disappeared out the back door 
of his store. 


\ 
Says Constables Were Brutal. 

“I do not blame Tony for anything he did 
last evening,” said Mrs. Helen Nugent of 
4101 Cottage Grove avenue yesterday. She 
witnessed the kidnaping of the fruit dealer. 
“ The way those constables dealt with him is 
an outrage. They went into his store and 
dragged him out. They kicked him and beat 
him, and when he asked to be allowed to get 
his coat and money he was abused and hur- 
riéd into the carriage.”’ 

Tony and_ Chris Ganopoulos,. his partner, 
were arrested on warrants sworn out before 
Justice Everett, chargine assault with a 
murderous weapon and disorderly conduct. 
The charges are said to have been fictitious. 
The two men were driven hurriedly to Justice 
Richardson's house, 3141 South Park avenue, » 
where they were released on bonds. 

“They drove up to my house in a carriage 
shortly after 8 o’clock,”’ said Justice Rich- 
ardson yesterday. “TIT released them on 
bonds which were signed by some man who 
was with them.’’ 

All day yesterday the store at 4100 Cottage | 
Grove avenue. was guarded on the inside by 
private detectives, while two policemen 
vatrolled the premises outside. On the win- 
dows .of the disputed store were pasted 
placards bearing the following announce- 
ment:

Owners Defend Their Action. 


“The action in ousting Pappageorge from 
is store was taken by our attorneys,” said 
W. F. O'Brien, agent for the National Life 
Insurance company, yesterday, ‘‘ and every-» 
thing that was done was, I believe, within 

the limits of the law.’’ 

Justice Richardson said the constables who 
spirited Pappageorge away in the carriage 
were from Justice Everett’s court. “ One of 
them was named John W. Ronksley,” he 
said.

WAY TO FIGHT CONTAGION 


PLEA FOR MORE HOSPITALS FOR 
SUCH PATIENTS. 


Victim of Scarlet Fever Points to the 
Need of Greater Facilities, and Phy- 
sicians Concede That Chicago Is Far 
Behind Other Cities in This Respect 
~Separate Pavilions for the Vari- 
ous Diseases Is Looked Upon as the 
Most Logical Plan. 


Chicago, May 12.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Not long since an editorial appeared in 
your paper concerning the inadequacy of the 
Chicago hospitals for the care of contagious 
diseases. The article greatly interested me, 
as I was capable of viewing it from.a pa- 
tient’s standpoint. When informed by my 
physician that I’had scarlet fever the ques- 
tion confronted us where I should be taken 
in order that others of my family might be 
protected from the disease. 

I was greatly surprised to learn there were 
but two hospitals in the city where a person 
suffering from a contagious disease could 
gain admittance—the County Hospital and 
the Memorial Institute for Infectious Dis- 
eases, 200 Hermitage avenue. I was fortu- 
nate in being admitted to the latter, where 
everything possible is done for the patients. 
But unfortunately only a few persons can 
be accommodated, while,the demand is great. 
It is .we desire of.those interested to make 
this hospital a general one for the care of all 
oontagious diseases. The scarlet fever de- 
partment is being provided for, but no pro- 
vision has been made for diphtheria, measles, 
whooping cough, etc., which are equally im- 
portant. ° 

A good plan, I believe, isto have a separate 
pavilion for each disease, where both pay 
and charity patients could be accommo- 
dated. 

If philanthropically inclined persons would 
aid this most worthy cause this plan would 
be speedily accomplished. Chicago has no 
greater need. It is a question to be seriously 
considered by every one interested in the 
welfare of our city. -N. M. G. 


is Physicians Concede the Need. 


That Chicago's facilities for the treatment. 
and proper isolation of infectious diseases is’ 
inadequate is conceded by physicians gene- 
rally. 

“There are only two institutions in*Chi- 
cago where infectious diseases can be treat- 
ed,”’ said Dr. Frank Billings last evening. 
‘**One is the County Hospital, and the other 
the new Memorial Institute for infectious 
diseases which is at present housed in tempo- 
rary quarters at the Presbyterian Hospital. 
The establishment of the Memorial Insti- 
tute, through the generosity ef Mr. and Mrs. 
Harold McCormick, will do much to relieve 
the present defect, but until it is completed 
its facilities will not be great enough to make 
its relief felt to any considerable extent. 
While it is an important step in the right di- 
rection, even. when the Memorial Hospital 
is in permanent quarters the means for 
caring for contagious disease will still be in- 
adequate.”’ 


Other Cities Show the Way. 


‘Chicago is behind other cities in its fa- 
cilities.to care for cases of infectious 
disease,” sad Dr. James B. Herrick. “In. 
Boston there is an institution such as we 
should have here. It has arrangement for 
the care of the various contagious diseases 
in separate pavilions. This is the only logic- 
al plan for the proper care of such diseases 
as scarlet fever, measles, and diphtheria. 
There is at present in Chicago no hospital 
where a diphtheria patient may be taken, ex- 
cept to the County Hospital. There the dif- 
ferent contagions are not separated, and, al- 
though it occurs rarely, it would not be im- 
possible for a scarlet fever patient to con- 
tract diphtheria. The care accorded patients 
at the hospital is excellent, but altogether in- 
adequate. It is the fault of,the building fa- 
cilities. But a city as large as Chicago needs 
even more than one or two hospitals where 
contagious diseases may be treated. Should 
there be an epidemic the need would be seri- 
ously felt.’”’ 

Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan said that Chicago 
should be made to appreciate the need of 
a thoroughly equipped hospital for the proper 
treatment of contagious diseases. 

“ The facilities are more than inadequate,”’ 
he said, ‘‘ and it is surprising that we have 
endured it so long. I know of no need great- 


-er than this one.’’ 


TUG CAPTAIN RESCUES A BOY. 


Edward Johnson Jumps from Wells 
Street Bridge Into the River and 
Carries Lad to Shore. 


Captain Edward Johnson of the tug Evans 
rescued Albert Capone, a 7-year-old news- 
boy from the Chicago River at the Wells 
street bridge yesterday afternoon. The boy 
lives at 164 West Polk street. He wasabout 
to step on to the structure when it swing 
to allow atugtopass. He missed his footing 
and fellintothe water. Hundreds of persons 
heard the little fellow’s shout for ald, and 
saw his body disappear beneath the water. 
Captain Johnson was among those on the 
bridge who say the accident. He sprang 
upon the railing, and was in the water within 
a few seconds after the boy had fallen, and 
swam to the shore with the lad.

Auditorium Stage Becomes Playhouse 
for Merry Show, Given as in Days 
of Queen Elizabeth, with Dames and 
Gallants in Brave Array—Players 
Win Applause by Faithful Rendi- 
tion of Production—Performance Is 
Witnessed by Great Gathering. 


Students from the University of Chicago 
held the stage at the Auditorium Theater 
last night and gave Ben Johnson’s comedy, 
“The Case Is Altered.”” A great gather- 
ing of spectators voted the play a right 
merry show. They applauded as each gave 
his lines, and vigorously hissed a drunken 
gallant who fell from his place upon the ele- 
vated platform, from which the actors spoke, 
and made great disturbance in the pit be- 
fore he was ejected. 

Theg@lay was performed as when the chil- 
dren of the Black Friars atéted it in the 
Swan playhouse in London in 1596. Yet it 
was unlike, in that the gallants neither 
smoked—though they had pipes, nor teased 
the orange girls—though there were venders 
of the fruit, and there were in the boxes 
chairs which would have been odd to the 
eyes of the spectators when rare Ben John- 
son Was alive. 


Queen Elizabeth Attracts Attention. 

Queen Elizabeth was among those in the 
royal box. Coming in during the scene when 
Onion and Juniper were in the midst of their 
argument, these worthless fellows, so intent 
were they on their pleasing of the pit, 
thought the trumpet call was part of the 
applause, and failed to bow until the other 
play actors, already kneeling, pulled them 
from their feet. The Queen, Miss Gordon, 
and her attendants, Miss Grace Warren and 
Miss Ethel Remick, made a pretty picture 
which ofttimes took attention» from the 
comedy. John James Van Nostrand, clearer 
of the stage, also diverted attention by his 
impersonation of an old, decrepit man. 

And for the play actors, it can be noted 
that John H. Weddell, who was cast as 
Rachel de Prie, roused laugh from pit and 
box. He is ill fit for the part, though he 
played as well as man might play the part 
of wench. In voice he was too hoarse. To 
start in treble and end in bass is not well for 
him who speaks the word of woman. When 
on his bended knee he swore that Angelo 
had tricked Jaques’ daughter the tone and 
gesture were too much, and even the gal- 
lants, blasé,though they are, joined in the 
laughter. 

Actor Lacks in Composure. 

William A. Averill, as Count Ferneze, had

Another good 
word is to be said for Herbert V. Mellinger, 
who acted the part of Aurelia. 

As to recompense the comedy was a suc- 
cess. The playhouse was crowded, and the 
company of play-actors reaped great reward 
for the University of Chicago settlement.

Dr. Edmund R. Moras Obtains Heavy 
Judgment Against West Chicago 
Street Railway Company. 


One of the largest judgments ever given 
in a personal injury case in this State was 
entered in Judge Goodwin's court yesterday 
in favor of Dr. Edmund R. Moras, Washing- 
ton boulevard and Kedzie avenue. The judg- 
ment amounted to $25,000 and was entered 
against the West Chicago Street railroad 
company. Dr. Moras had his left arm so 
badly crushed that it had to be amputated 
as a result of his falling from a Blue Island 
avenue car on Oct. 9, 1896. The case-was 
given three trials, and a month ago a jury 
awarded Dr. Moras $45,000. (He was dented 
a new trial upon agreeing to accept $25,000.

BANK CLERKS AT BANQUET 


HEAR ADDRESSES ON FUTURE 
OF THEIR CALLING. 


President Forgan’s Plan for Closer Re- 
lations Between the Country Insti- 
tutions and Their City Correspond- 
ents Comes Up for Discussion and 
Is Approved by E. D. Hulbert—Moul- 
ton Fears Evils from Overcapitali- 
zation. 


Branch banking and the plan of President 
J. B. Forgan ‘of the First Nationa] Bank to 
consolidate the country banks with their 
city correspondents were the principal! topics 
of discussion at the first annua! banquet of 
the Chicago Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Bank Clerks held at the Auditorium 
last night. 

Vice President E. D. Hulbert of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company criticised 
the plan. 

** It is said that we should adopt the Cana- 
dian scheme,”’ he declared, “ because they 
have no panics there. Did any one stop to 
think that the lack of panics may be because 
of stagnation? Here we are working under 
high pressure to accomplish results in a short 
time, and it is.a wonder we do not have more 
failures. Suppose the scheme were adopted, 
it would not enable us to fight panics any 
better. We could not handle angry depos- 
itors any easier. 

“When a panic comes now the country 
bank pays as long as it is able and then goes 
to its city correspondent, who must loan or 
lose his patron. With the branch system it 
is said he could settle withoutadebt. Butit 
would not take a great surplus to do that. 
If the First National of Chicago were to 
become a branch of the- First National of 
New York whatacry.there would be, and yet 
the country bank has as much a need of inde- 
pendence as the city bank. The country 
bank that grows and prospers isa helptothe 
system. If Canada had banks of that kind 
I believe it would be in better shape than it 
is today.”’ 

D. B. Forgan, Vice President of the First 
National Bank, contended that the branch 
system offered the young men a better chance 
to progress than do the present methods. 
He said the Canadian boys know this and 
follow banking because it has a great future. 
He warned the American clerks of the diffi- 
culty that attends advancement. 

D. A. Moulton, Vice President of the Corn 
Exchange Bank, said that many of the pres- 
ent corporations were a menace to prosperity 
because of overcapitalization. He advocated 
a law to make such operations illegal. 

President S. R..F!ynn of the National Live 
Stock Bank expressed belief that the future 
of American banking. was so bright as to 
give as good an opportunity to the young 
men as any other line of work. 

Henry D. Baker, editor of the Commercial 
West, in speaking of financial conditions in 
general, said: 

“To try to give credit to the greenback 
would be like a banker trying to give credit 
to a person he knew to be a liar and a thief. 
No asset currency would be worse than our 
present enormous paper obligations backed 
by an insuffictent geld reserve.”’

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LIGHT HARNESS GOSSIP 


QUEER RULINGS BY TROTTING 
BOARD OF REVIEW. 


Alcy’s Owner, W. L. Ripley, Reinstated 
Because of Influence in Massachu- 
setts — Fanny Dillard’s Driver, 
Shank, Turned Down in Ohio—Of- 
fense the Same in Both Cases—Sale 
of Famous Palo Alto Colts at Cleve- 
land Proves Successfal.

If any further evidence than has been fur- 
nished by various of its acts during the last 
few years were needed to show that the ma- 


chinery of the National. Trotting associa-« 


tion is managed solely in the interest of a 
‘few individuals the action of the Board of 
Review in the case of W. L. Ripley and the 
trotter Alcy, 2:138%, the other day is amply 
sufficient for conviction. 
Briefly stated, the case is this: Alcy, his 
owner and driver were expelled not long ago 
because the horse was deliberately pulled 
-during a race at the meeting given by the 
New (England Breeders’ association at Bos- 
ton. The horse was favorite in the betting 
before the start. He won the fifst heat, but 
in the second was pulled right under the 
judges’ eyes. His driver, a man named 
Sales, was taken out before the third heat, 
Henry Titer, who handles the Forbes horses, 
being put up, whereupon Alcy won with ease, 
and all hands were put off the turf, as they 
deserved to be. The driver admitted he 
pulled the horse, but said his action was 
taken at the direction of Owner Ripley. 
The latter told a story about dropping a 
‘ heat in order to manage his betting affairs 
to better advantage, but did not deny that 
the horse was pulled with his knowledge. 
This is how matters stood last winter. A 
week ago the case came up on application 
of Ripley, the driver having in the mean- 
time been temporarily reinstated. When 
the case was considered by the Board of Re- 
view that body took a sneak to a room the 
doors of which were locked and finally sent 
forth the announcement that the horse'and 


owner had been reinstated upon payment of | 


a fine of $500. 
Explanation Easily Found. 


Now, for the explanation of this unlooked- 
for and undeserved clemency. Ripley is a 
citizen of Massachusetts, and the laws of 
that commonwealth in the matter of betting 
on horseraces are extremely drastic. The 
New England Breeders’ association is 
manned by a lot of the swellest peopie in Bos- 
tom, and while they are known to be especial- 
ly severe on all offenders against turf laws, 
it is, nevertheless, a fact that, were it not 
for the pool selling at the breeders’ meetings, 
the meetings would book a large annual 
losing and be speedily discontinued. The 
same is true of the big trotting meeting given 
every summer at Readville, a suburb of 
Boston, which meeting is reported to have 
cleared about $25,000dast season, and in the 
management of which Messrs. Forbes, Thay- 
er, and other prominent Boston people are 
conspicuous. At these meetings pool selling 
goes merrily on in defiance of the law, butit 
ls not officially recognized by the judges of 
the races, although they are always, when on 
duty, within sound of the auctioneer’s voice. 

Now, Ripley ‘was well aware of these 
statutes and their disagreeable possibilities. 
He knew that, as a citizen of Massachusetts, 
he could invoke them to the confusion of 
those who had ejected him from the sport 
he loves. Possibly Ripley mentioned this 
fact to the gentlemen on the other side. At 
all events, those gentlemen were suspiciously 
inactive when Ripley’s plea for reinstate- 
ment was made. 


Close Friend of Governor. 


The Boston correspondent of the Horse Re- 
view says on this point: 


“But Mr. Ripley, being a close friend of . 


our Governor Crane, had surely the whip 
nand. Now, after what has been done we 
are all wondering if Readville would be given 
meetings this year if the decision of the 
Board of Review had been opposed to the 
reinstatement of Mr. Ripley and his horse 
Alcy. Well, we can guess on, and there you 
are. Massachusetts is a bad State to‘ mon- 
key’ turf laws with. Therefore the turf 
legists were well guided by Charles Dana 
Palmer’s advice when they went into secret 
session in New York and studied well what 
the consequences of the decision might be.”’ 

This is what the Board of Review—sup- 
posed to be the fount of justice—did ina 
case where the expelled horse was owned 
by a man who was likely to stop racing over 
the track whose officials had put him under 
the ban. At the same meeting of the board 
there was another application for reinstate- 
ment. This one came from a second-rank 
driver in Ohio, a man named Shank, who 
was cast forth by the Cleveland track a 
couple of years ago for pulling the pacer 
Fanny Dillard, 2:064%. Shank, having been 
kept from the pursuit of his calling for two 
seasons, and being desirous of once more 
enjoying the free air of the backstretch, ap- 
plied for reinstatement. But he did not get 
it. He possessed no wand of terror to wave 
over the heads of the people who run the 
Cleveland track in the shape of a Damon 
and Pythias friendship between himself and 
a Governor who might under certain circum- 
stances have his official eyes opened to the 
fact that pool selling was being carried on in 
defiance of law. 

Consequently Shank continues to repose 
outside the breastworks, and the mora! of it 
all is that when you desire to pull a horse it is 
well to have a Governor on your staff and 


some cyclone breeding laws against pool 


selling as a lurid background to the picture 
you draw for the Board of Review. 
Palo Alto Dispersal Sale. 

The sale of the final lot of colts from the 
‘famous Palo Alto farm of the late Senator 
Stanford, which took place at Cleveland 
last week, was a success, the average for 
the twenty-nine head offered being $460. 
All the offerings were young things, and it 
was solely on their pedigrees they brought 
such good prices, as in speed trials over the 
Cleveland track prior to the auction the Palo 
Alto consignment did not take part. 

To horsemen and breeders the chief in- 
terest in the affair was the fact that the sale 
will bring east of the Missouri River a lot of 
the blood that has made the big California 
breeding establishment famous, and that it 
will have a beneficial effect on the horse- 
flesh of all parts of the country to which it 
goes cannot be doubted. The 2-year-old filly, 
La Rose, for instance, who was bought by 
J. H. Shults, the wealthy Brooklynite, who 
has such a fancy far buying and selling 
horses at auction, is by"Dexter Prince, outof 
Bell Bird, a mare who took a yearly record 
of 2:26, by Electioneer. This mark was 
subsequently reduced to 2:21, showing that 


Bell Bird had more than average speed, and. 


as her dam was Beautiful Bells it is a cer- 
tainty the blood of her daughter by Dexter 
Prince will be*potent. 

Another animal in which the blood which 
has made champions is joined in direct lines 
was also bought by Mr. Shults. This was 
the 2-year-old filly, Naza. She is by 
Nazgote (brother to Azote, 2:04%), and her 
dam is Gertrude Russell, sister to Palo Alto, 


2:08%. Azote was the champion gelding of 


his day and Palo Alto held the stallion 
championship for trotters. Although 
neither Nazote nor Gertrude Russell could 
trot particularly fast each has a standard 
record, and the uniting of their blood should 
mean something when the filly Mr. Shults 
bought is put to breeding, Nazote being a 
grandson of Electtoneer and Gertrude Rus- 
sell, a daughter of the same horse. 


Manzita Looks Speedy. 


A filly with plenty of early trotting blood 
is Manzita, by Dexter Prince—Manzanita, 
by Electioneer. Manzanita, although her 
record is only .2:16, made to high-wheel 
sulky, was one of the fastest trotters ever 


bred at Palo Alto, whence came so 
many champions. In fact, Marvin, who 


trained so many years at the farm, told 
mé he considered Manzanita a little the 
speediest trotter he ever pulled a rein over. 
She was a great race mare as a 3 and 
4-year-old, and it was because Gov. Stan- 


ford wanted to see an exhibition of 


her marvelous speed one day before she 
was fairly up to a quarter at her top clip 


that the mare’s breakdown occurred. The 


dam of Manzanita was a 2:30 trotter of the 
olden day who was naturally a pacer, hav- 
ing been sired by St. Clair, a stallion of un- 
known breeding who paced fast, and his 
daughter was made to trot only by the use 
of heavy weights on her front feet—some- 
thing like thirty ounces all told. 

Among the young things sold at Cleve- 
land which will make their future home 
near Chicago is Sweet.Princess, a 2-year-

She is a daughter of Stamboul, whose al- 
leged record of 2:07% was likewise rejected 
because of the circumstances surrounding 


its making, but, aside from all technical 


considerations, Stamboul has a fast mark 
and was a horse of exceeding beauty, al- 
though the Sultan family, from which he 
comes, is not as prominent on the turf or in 


the pedigrees of race winners as it used to 


be in the days when Messrs. Rose and Wil- 
son were alive to keep it to the front. Sweet 
Princess was bought by the Kalamazoo farm, 
which races its horses, and will no doubt be 
seen on the turf. possibly this season, as she 
may have stake engagements. | 

A. G. Danforth & Son of Washington, IIl., 
who recently lost by death the stallion Heir- 
at-Law, 2:05%, bought the 2-year-old filly 
Nutica, a daughter of Wildnut and Nordica, 
the latter by Advertiser. From the stand- 
point of one who follows blood lines in the 
purchase of trotters this filly isa gem. Her 
sire is by Woodnut, 2:16%, one of the fastest 
sons of Nutwood, and about the only mem- 
ber of the Nutwood family for which Sena- 
tor Stanford had any use. The damof Wild- 
nut was Wildflower, a little daughter of 
Electioneer, who put the trotting record for 
2-year-olds at 2:21 way back in the early 
eighties. It was a phenomenal performance, 
and, curiously enough, the only instance of 
an Electioneer getting a world’s record with- 
out Marvin in the sulky, the driving being 
done by one of the assistant trainers. A 
malignant disease left Wildflower a wreck 
at 8 years of age and she was put to breeding. 
Advertiser, who sired the dam of the filly 
bought by Danforth & Son, has a lot of cham- 
pion-producing blood in his pedigree, ds heis 
by Electioneer; first dam by George Wilkes; 
second dam J.uta, 2:15, a record made when 
the best world’s performance at the trot was 
the 2:14 of Goldsmith Maid. : 

Luke Blackburn’s Brother. 

A little item in the newspapers one day 
last week recorded the fact that the thor- 
oughbred stallion Bolero died at Pana, IIl., 
and that he was sold as a 22-year-old to the 
Dwyers for $35,000, and was a winner of sev- 
eral good stakes in the East. 

What the dispatch neglected to say was 


that Bolero was a brother to the one time- 


famous racehorse Luke Blackburn, who, in 
the early eighties, was, without any ex- 
ception, the most wonderful horse in Ameri- 
ca, and it is doubtful if, since that time, any 
thoroughbred has eclipsed the little brown 
fellow as a high-class performer under all 
conditions. He was simply marvel of speed 
and endurance, but, in the hands of less 
competent men than the Dwyers and their 
jockey, McLaughlin, it is doubtful if his 
true merit would ever have been known. 
In those days, as now, it was an article of 
faith with trainers that the speed and energy 
of a race nag of the first rank should be 
conserved until it was absolutely needed— 
in other words, that he should be “ rated ”’ 
in a race, and especially was this held to be 
true in cases where the distance to be run 
was something more than the ordinary, and 
the race thereby taken from the category of 
sprinting. 

As a 2-year-old Luke Blackburn was not 
a success, because the man who then owned 
him tried the ‘“rating’’ game with a colt 
who. would not brook restraint under any 
circumstances, but when he joined. the 
Dwyer stable it did hot take the Brooklyn 
men long to discover that the only way to 
get the best results from the sturdy little 
fellow was to let him take the track andrun 
as suited himself. In this way Blackburn 
made pretty much a clean sweep.of the 
events for which he contested as a 3-year- 
old, and later on, when it was a question of 
high weights and long distances, he spread- 
eagied his flelds just the same. So it was 
no wonder, when a yearling brother to the 
great horse was put up at auction, the 
Dwyers determined to have him at any 
cost, and the colt became their property at 
$7,000, which was top price for a colt of his 
age at that time. 


Bolero Is No Exception. 

This was Bolero, who died in the litle 
Illinois town the other day, completely for- 
gotten by the men who still remember Luke 
Blackburn as an equine giant. . He was 
foaled in 1888, and the Dwyers started him as 
a 2-year-old, only to discover that he pos- 
sessed none of the qualities which had made 
his brother well-nigh invincible. He was 
sold for a song, not even his blood line<« ap- 
pealing to breeders after he had turned out 
such a poor individual, and the venerable 
but ever-present belief that the brother or 
sister of a great performer must necessarily 
be of some account was again shattered. 

It is the same way with harness horses. 
There have been brothers and sisters galore 
to the best trotters and pacers the world 
has known, but not enough of them have 
performed anywhere near expectations to 
make the game of handling them interest- 
ing. Maud §., than whom it is doubtful if a 
faster natural trotter ever lived, had a num- 
ber of brothers and sisters, but not one of 
them could show above the ordinary speed. 
Her brother, Lord Russell, had every op- 


portunity in the stud, and he did get, in - 


Kremlin, a stallion who was a great race- 
horse and held the championship for entire 
trotters at one time, but, by no stretch of 
tmagination can Lord Russell be called a 
great sire. 

The sisters of Maud S. have done some- 
thing as speed producers, but they were bred 
to Electioneer and other stallions in the first 
rank of sires. Not one of them could trot in 
2:20. Sunol, another champion of the world. 
had plenty of brothers and sisters, but they 
were pgt fast trotters—in fact, even with the 
advantage of the pneumatic bike none of 
them has been able to trot as fast at maturity 
as the California filly did when she was a 


baby 2-year-old.

BADGER GREW IN FETTLE, 


ROWING PROSPECTS AT WISCON- 


Coach 0O’Dea_ Tells of Satisfactory 


Andrew M. O'Dea, coach of the Univer- 

sity of Wisconsin, who should be given credit 
for bringing the naval department of the 
university to the front, and who is today 
recognized as one of the leading coaches of 
the world, writes regarding his charges as 
follows: 
- “The crews at Madison are rowing in ex- 
ceptionally good form for this time of the 
year, but unfortunately we are experiencing 
one of the worst weather visitations that we 
have had in my experience here. We have 
had only one warm day so far, and the men 
do not limber up on cold, raw days. We have 
four crews at work, varsity and second 
crew, freshman and second freshman. The 
crews are at the present time evenly 
matched. The second varsity at times shows 
superiority in spurts, but in the longer rows 
the superior blade work and time of the 
varsity boat tells. We have, however, an 
exceptionally good@lot of varsity material to 
select from, and it is necessary to change 
the men almost daily in order @o discover 
the most suitable men for respective posi- 
tions. 

‘This will be done until I am fully satis- 
fied that the best men have been selected. 
The freshmen are rowing strongly and 
promise to develop into a first-class junior 
crew. They average in their present order 
163 pounds, which is far above the freshman 
average. The varsity crew averages 17 
pounds, which is much heavier than any 
other previous crew that has represented 
Wisconsin. Of course, when the weather 
warms up and the boys harden they will 
lose a little and possibly will average in the 
neighborhood of 165 pounds, but at that it 
will still be the heaviest varsity crew we 
have yet sent to the starter’s flag. 


‘* One thing that is favorable this season so 
far is that all the boys are well and seem 
to be benefited by the daily routine required 
of them. Besides Wisconsin, the St. John’s }, 
Military Academy at Delafield, Wis., has a 
navy department, and has developed quite a 
good deal of enthusiasm in this branch of ; 
sport. Wisconsin will send one of its fresh- 
man crews to race the academy crew, the 
latter part of this month, at Pewaukee Lake. 

“The Delafield crew is in charge of a 
former Delafield graduate, and an ex-Wis- 
consin captain, a Mr. Gibson. Mr. Gibson 
states the boys are rowing well and hopes to 
‘gave his charges give a good account of 
themselves when they tackle Wisconsin. 
Captain Fred Pabst of Milwaukee, who has 
been a great friend to the Wisconsin crew, 
and who prior to this season has contributed 
funds towards the navy department, has 
again shown his generosity by donating a 
new Ruddock cedar shell for the use of the 
varsity. The boat is ready for shipment and 
is: expected at Madison this week. The boat 
contains many new features, and altogether 
will be different .from anything. ever used 
by a Wisconsin crew. 

“The interior bracing is exceptionally 
good. A longitudinal truss is constructed 
over the keelson, to which it is bolted, and 
diagonal bracing is employed to tie the sides 
and center truss. The washboards place out 
single fashion and give the boat a big ap- 
pearance. The model is of the full order, 
and it is expected to float our heavier crew 
one-eighth inch higher than boats we have 
nad of previous make. While Wisconsin has 
made good on several occasions, has gone 
East and fought it out with the best of them, 
and while there is apparently lots of en- 
thusiasm among the oarsmen and their fol- 
lowers, there_is certainly a woeful lack of 
support. 


‘* In order to be successful in any branch, it 
is positively necessary to have funds tocarry. 
one’s ideas into execution. These trips are 
generally made from funds subscribed, and ! 
am sorry to state “that a subscription list is 
far from being filled, and from the present 
outlook it will be necessary to borrow funds 
with which to take the varsity crew East. 
The outlook for the freshmen going is at the 
present time discouraging. When the 
smaller colleges, such as Syracuse and 
Georgetown, can support varsity and fresh- 
men crews, also fours, doubles, and singles, 
with no encouragement te speak of in the ' 
way of performances, it is certainly strange 
that a university like Wisconsin should not 
be able to support at least two crews. 

** Wisconsin’s aquatic sports need about 
$3,500 per year, and in comparison with our 
Eastern brothers, it is certainly a trifling 
amount. It would be a different matter if it 
were an experiment. The crews have al- 
ways delivered the goods and the oarsmen 
certainly deserve the support. One can 
hardly expeét the men to get out and work 
‘with nothing tangible in view, and if the 
support shows a falling off, then assuredly 
we must expect a corresponding decline in 
oOarsmanship.”’

SIN BRIGHTER THAN EVER.

STLER'S TALK OF THE RING 


CALLS GANS’ DEFEAT OF ERNE 
RTUNATE. 
Tactics of Manager Al Herford Looked 
Upen with Suspicion by Followers 
of Pugilism—Two Colored Cham- 
Pions Afford Problem for White 
Boxers to Ponder Over—‘ Kid” 
Broad Will Test “Young Corbett” 
in Battle at Denver.

The downfall of Frank Erne of Buffalo be- 
fore Joe Gans of Baltimore at Fort Erie 
last Monday night gives America its first 
colored lightweight champion and a cham- 
pion who won his spurs in the quickest 
time on record in his division. . 

While the result of the battle did not 
cause much surprise, its sudden termina- 
tion did and, as is generally the case in 
fights of such short duration, it gave the 
defeated man and hig friends the opportun- 
ity to attribute the defeat to a lucky or 
fluke ’’ punch. 


There may have been a certain element of, 


luck én the blow that defeated Frank, but 
only in the fact Joe landed it so early in 
the fray. When they put up their hands 
for battle their object was to win as quickly 


‘as possible and as the quickest route to 


victory was by way of the point of the jaw 
they both, naturally, tried to reach that 
important destination as quickly as possible 
and Gans reached it first. Perhaps he was 
fortunate in locating the knockout spot be- 
fore the battle had progressed two minutes. 
If so, it was the only lucky thing about his 
victory. 

\ Erne’s defeat is to be deplored, not so 


oer because he was beaten by a colored 


an and that colored man happened to be 
Joe Gans, as because Gans is under the 
management of Al Herford, to whom he is 

e clay in the hands of a potter. 

Personally the new lightweight champion 
is a nice gentlemanly fellow but the man 
who coaches him to victory or defeat is one 
under suspicion by the boxing public. There 
is no denying the fact Joe is a good fighter, 
probably the best in his class and under 
other management, despite his color, would 
be an honor to the profession. But now 
comes the question from critics, “ Will 
his manager, now that he is champion, per- 
mit him to fight to retain his title regard- 
less of anything else, or will he bring him 
into more disrepute by compelling him to 
toss fights for the money that can be gained 
thereby? 

The upsetting of Erne removed from the 
lightweight throne the brightest and prob- 
ably the most intelligent champion America 
ever has had and the pity of it is he did not 
retire a champion. 

It’s the old, old story of fighting just once 
too often. Erne, though still in his prime, is 
not the man physically he was several years 


ago. A life of idleness, dove-tailed with 


beatings from Terry McGovern and “‘ Rube ”’ 
Ferns, robbed him of considerable speed, 
stamina, and vitality. His ring career in 
the last two years showed inactivity. His 
record in that time shows the following five 
contests: 


Beaten by Terry McGovern, 3 rounds. 
Draw, six rounds, with Tom Couhig. 
Beaten by ‘* Rube’’ Ferns, 9 rounds. 
Beat Curley Supples, 5 rounds. 

Decision over Gus Gardner, 6 rounds, 


This is not much of a record for a cham- 
pion. True, he fought McGovern below the 
lightweight limit and Ferns above it, but in 
each case reports had him strong and fit to 
fight for a King’s ransom. 

Supples, whom Erne knocked out In five 
rounds, was put away by Otto Sieloff in one, 
and Gardner was beaten to a standstill re- 
cently by Eddie Cain in Philadelphia. Gana, 
on the other hand, engaged in eighteen bat- 
tles in the same length of time, and gave 
away weight in the majority of these fights. 
His only defeat was at the hands of Terry 
McGovern, a defeat that may deprive him 
from ever engaging in a public contest in 
Chicago. 

Gans’ victory over Erne gives America two 
colored champions, Joe Walcott being the 
other. From present indications they will 
remain on top for some time tocome. This 
does not speak well for the white pugilists, 


who outnumber their colored brethren at 


least twenty to one. But what. can. be done 
in the matter? If the whites cannot become 
proficient enough to beat the blacks, the lat- 
ter must not*only be tolerated but acknew!l- 
edged the better men. 

It is a discouraging state of affairs, no 
doubt, but how can it berectified? Draw the 
color line? That might do for awhile, but 
with the, refusal of the whites to meet the 
blacks would come a general “ roast ’’ of the 
white boxers. Sporting writers throughout 
the country would “‘ nag’’ them, call them 
cowards, and by so doing eventually force 
them to battle the colored man. And this 
simply because colored fighters are managed 
by whites that do not require a crowbar to 
break into the sporting columns of the news- 
papers. 

This, as a free country, entitles every one 
to a hearing, a privilege managers of col- 
ored fighters take advantage of, and such 
being the case, the abilities of the colored 
fighters will be extolled. 

No one north of Mason and Dixon’s line 
objects much tothe colored fighter. Still, as 
a rule, they want to see him beaten when op- 
posed to a white fighter., That is but natural. 
But why, if the ethics of the ring calls for 
fair play, should the colored fighter be roast- 
ed, hissed, hooted at, and otherwise harassed 
when contesting against a white? Why not 
take a dig at the white manager that matches 
the colored man, or, rather, the manager 
that pits the white man against the colored 
man? 

It strikes me the managers are to blame for 
the clashing of white and colored fighters, 
but the patrons of the sport do not see it in 
that light. In Louisville they have no mix- 
ing of colors. So strong is Mayor Grainger 
against it he will not even permit a white 
man to second a colored man or vice versa. 
Loking the situation square in the face, I 
do not see how matters can be changed un- 
less fight promoters follow the examples set 
by Louisville. 

Next Friday at Denver, his home city, 
Young Corbett, champion featherweight of 
America, will engage “‘ Kid’’ Broad in a 
ten-round contest. This will be the cham- 


pion’s first battle since he defeated Terry [ 


McGovern at Hartford last Thanksgiving 
day. Corbett’s long layup between heats 
was enforced by him and his manager, 
Johnny Corbett.

Lord Kitchener's paramount effort at his 
first interview with the Boer leaders was 
to impress upon them that neither now nor 
in the future would Great Britain consider 
terms which would involve either independ- 
ence of the two republics or mere suzerainty.

Boers Want to Negotiate. 
The peace conference which is now in ses- 
sion is not such in the ordinary sense. The 
Boers undoubtedly want negotiate.”

Lord Kitchener and Lord Milner will not 
permit this. They declare virtually that the 
British proposition is the irreducible mini- 
mum demands of a successful belligerent, 
and the only question is as to the acceptance 
or rejection of the propositions in their en- 
tirety.

The Nation- 
alist party in consequence ig destined to 
disappear with Boulangerism and other 
movements which, from time to time, like 
mushroome, spring up and disappear. 

The defat of some of the most prominent 
governmental! leaders was not unexpected. 
The most notable of those who lost is, of 
course, Mesureur, Vice President of the 
‘Chamber, and Henri Brisson, the latter, like 
Clemenceau, having been obliged to leave 
Paris and seek election from one of the 
provinces in the second ballot. Mesereur, in 
a certain way, is a victim of his unfortunate 
speech relative to the plans of the Premier, 
who he declared was ready to ask the 
President. to dissolve the Chamber if at 
Nationalist majority was returned. After 
that slip, compromising not only himself 
but Waldeck-Rousseau, Mesereur’s candi- 
dacy was doomed. 


Parisian electors, however, have lost more 
than Mesereur by their change of Deputies. 
He was an honest, devoted legislator, a 
stanch Republican, and one of the best in- 
formed men in politics on the needs and 
interests of the City of Paris. He is in a 
measure a victim of the Cabinet, which will 
take care of him probably by naming him 
Prefect of the Seine, an exquisite vengeance, 
as.in that position he would virtually con- 
trol the Nationalist City Council, with power 
to dissolve its meetings, convoke it for a 
sitting, and veto measures distasteful to the 
government. in fact, he would be as the 
‘present Prefect of the Seine is, a bit to curb 
the antics of the city fathers. No man is 
better qualified for the position, for before 
entering the Chamber Mesereur was himeelf 
a City Councilman and President of the 
Council. 

Henri Brisson, nicknamed ‘‘ The Watch- 
dog of the Republic,” is so necessary in 
the Chamber that a place has been made 
for him in the provinces, and he will con- 
tinue to lead the fight in a crisis. The other 
notable defeated governmental men will be 
taken care of with official places, many of 
which are open at present, prudently re- 
— by ‘the government for the eventual-

General Loris Melikoff, the Minis- 
ter of the Interior, who had devised the 
scheme, and the other Ministers were assem- 
bled in the Council chamber awaiting their 
sovereign, who was to affix his sign manual 
to the document in their presence, when the 
news came that he had been blown to pieces 

py the nitroglycerin bombs of the Nihilists 
while on his way from the residence of his 
morganatic wife and family, where he had 
been lunching, to the Winter Palace. 

His son, Alexander III., at the first meet-

ICHOLAS II. is known to have 
entertained even still more lib- 
eral and progressive views on 
his accession to the throne, 
and if he did not at once put 
them into execution it was 
from motives of respect and 
affection for his dead father. 
There is no doubt that his 
consort, a Princess of Ger- 
man birth, but educated al- 
most wholly in Eyweland by 
her grandmother he late 
Queen Victorta, couraged 
him in his ideas for €ndow- 
ing Russia with a more en- 
Ughtened form of govern- 
ment. But her influence in 
this, as in other matters, has 
been persistently combated 
by her mother-in-law, the 
widowed Czarina, who regards any departure 
from the policy of her husband in the light 
of an insult to his memory, and has, in con- 
sequence thereof, established herself as the 
most determined champion of the principles 
of autocracy, personified by the Procurator 
of the Holy Synod, and by the new Minister 
of the Interior. . 

The Dowager Czarina’s hand is apparent 
in Plehve’s appointment, and there is no 
doubt that her power and her prestige in 
Russia is today infinitely greater than that 
of. the young Czarina. For, owing to the 
latter’s failure to provide a male heir tuo 
the throne, the crown at the death of Nich- 
olas II. would, according to present circum- 
stances pass to his younger brother Michael, 
who is known to be completely subject to 
the influence of his mother. Ministers and 
officials of high and low degree called upon 


‘to choose between putting Into execution 


the wishes of the Czar and of his consort 
on the one hand and of complying with the 
desires of the widowed Empress on the 
other, select the latter alternative, know- 
ing that in the event of the demise of Nich- 
olas, who is far from a strong man, Czarina 
Marie would, through the accession of her 
gon Michael, become all-powerful. Kt is 
this anxiety to please her rather than the 
Czar that has led to the frustration by his 
Ministers and by government officials of 
so many of Nicholas’ best intentions. 

A few weeks ago it was currently report- 
ed at St. Petersburg in well informed cir- 
cles that the Czar, influenced by his con- 
sort, was about to issue a proclamation en- 
dowing the empire with a representative 
form of government on the lines devised by 
General Loris Melikoff. But the assassina- 
tion of M. Sipiaguine seems to have con- 
vinced him that after all his mother was 
right, that his people were unfitted as yet 
for any such civic privilege as a constitu- 
tion—and that the only way to govern them 
was by means of the fron hand of autoc- 
racy. 

it was the murder of Czar Alexander II. 
that prevented Russia from receiving a 
constitution in 1881. It was an attempt on 
the life of his successor a few weeks later 
which is generally understood to have pre- 
vented .Alexander III. from carrying out 
his father’s intentions in the matter, and 
it would appear as if the murder of the late 
Minister of the Interior, Siplaguine, has for 
the third time prevented the endowment of 
Russia with a parliamentary form of gov- 
ernment at the moment when it was about 
to be accorded by Nicholas IT.

SECURES VALUABLE “TUBB” CON- 
CESSION IN LONDON.

Holds Frequent Conferences with His 
Associates, and Is in No Way Dis- 
turbed by Plans of Establishing 
Rival Steamship Lines—Cunard Com- 
pany Likely to Be Absorbed in End 
Because Shares Are Widely Distrib- 
uted Among Many Holders. 


LONDON, May 17.—J. Pierpont Morgan 
paid a few days’ quiet visit to London this 
week, and has pow returned to Paris. While 
here he had several conference with the lead- 
ers of the shipping combine, and it is said 
that matters are progressing quite satisfac- 
torily, though no new developments can be 
recorded. 


To the rumors of opposition to the English | 


shipping combine Mr. Morgan and those in- 
terested with him pay but small attention

It is pointed out that the frequent criticism 
regarding Mr. Morgan purchasing old ships.

Cunard Mne cannot be secured privately, as 
no one director of that line holds sufficient 
shares to turn over the control. If the Mor- 
gans accomplish anything with the Cunard 
line it will be by means of a company méet- 
ing, of which the public would certainly 
know something. 


Wins Tube Concession. 

The Morgans are much satisfied with the 
decision of the House of Lords’ committee 
granting them the right to construct a 
“tube” railroad from Hammersmith to Tot- 
tenham, about fourteen miles, passing 
through the heart of the city via Piccadilly. 
The committee's decision now goes to Parlia- 
ment for confirmation. 

The only applications refused Mr. Morgan 
were facilities to build two small lines at 
either end of the present termini which 
are already connected with over 100 miles of 
street car lines.

THE ARROGANCE OF WEALTH. 

Mr..Andrew Carnegie has tried the pa- 
tience of his friends severely in some of his 
late bids for notoriety. We cannot refrain 
from indulging the feeling that Mr. Car- 
negie is constantly posing. He has scattered 
libraries broadly through the country, all of 
which are to be named after himself. Every 
one of them is “a contribution to the con- 
science fund.” 

Mr. Carnegie made his money in a magnifi- 
cent way, but he should never forget that he 
made it through the undue favoritism of the 
government of the United States. Owing to 
the discrimination practiced in his favor by 
the tariff, he was enabied to amass a fortune 
of two hundred milNens of dollars or more, 
most of which came out of the pockets of his 
countrymen through the operation of une- 
qual laws. Much has been said of the benefit 
arising to the workingmen from the estab- 
lishment of the Carnegie works. The benefi- 
cent tariff system permitted the works to 
survive and flourish, but there are some 
people who have mot forgotten the Home- 
stead strike, nor the outrageous manner in 
which the workingmen were treated:at that 
time by employers whose brutality has sel- 
dom been exceeded in the history of labor 
agitations. 

lt is well enough for Mr. Carnegie to pose 
as a philanthropist, but when he offers in his 
grandstand manner to pay Spain $20,000,000 
for the Philippine Islands, he exhausts pub- 
iic patience. There have been times when 
he was not exceedingly popular in the United 
States, and there is an extreme likelihood 
that those times will recur with violence if he 
continues his everlasting chatter on public 
questions. As a guide, philosopher, and 
friend Mr. Carnegie is not yet firmly estab- 
lished in the affections of his countrymen. 
His mixing in the Philippine affair, and espe- 
cially his offer of $20,000,000 to indemnify 
Spain for rights guaranteed to her in the 
treaty of Paris, can be considered nothing 
but a gross impertinence, if it is not com- 
pletely ridiculous. 

‘The Philippine Islands were not bought 
nor sold for twenty millions of dollars. The 
indemnity was paid to Spain for money sup- 
posed to have been actually invested in the 
islands. The archipelago is worth more 
than that sum and the treasure and blood 
that the United States has spent in main- 
taining its authority there have been worth 
many times $20,000,000. Now, for Mr. Car- 
negie to step in the foreground and en- 
cuge in the fray as if he were one of the 
rreat powers of the earth is too much for 
human endurance. Mr. Carnegie should 
reinember who he is, what he is, where he 
came from, and to what he owes his pres- 
ent prominence before the country. Mr. 
Silas Wegg, if he were persuaded to “ drop 
into poetry,” would say to Mr. Carnegie: 

Remember what you are, 
And whom addressing! 

Ii is not for him to set up an independent 
government in the United States nor to as- 
sume as a superior being to lecture his coun- 
trymen. 

As we have had occasion to say before, 
Mr. Carnegie is a great authority on steel. 
He knows the methods of its manufacture 
and its distribution and sale. He is a 
shrewd, canny business-man. But if he has 
any right to speak with authority on ques- 
tions of statecraft, we do not know whence 
it has been derived. He has had no legis- 
lative experience. He is not a scholar nor 
a student. He speaks with the same degree 
of authority as any other intelligent man 
-~-no more and no less. He should not pose, 
He should turn off the limelight. He should

Is FOOTBALL WORTH SAVING?! 
With the view of securing an intelligent 
answer to the above question President 
Thwing of the Western Reserve University 
récently .conferred with the executive off- 
cers of colleges all over the country regarding 
the game. Extracts from the various re- 
plies he received are printed in the current 
number of the Independent, and are of more 
than usual interest as representing the atti- 
tude of those principally responsible for the 
standing of their-institutions as to football, 
which some critics of the game charge goes 
far toward lowering coilége standards. 
While of course the authorities differ, yet 
in the judgment of most the good of the game 
exceeds the evil and the effect upon the schol- 
arship and intellectual! life of the players is 
inferred to be advantageous. President 
Thwing says in this connection: “ Whatever 
loss may occur, and doubtless there is a loss, 
is usually regarded as temporary; whatever 
loss of a direct nature to the intellect is us- 
ually regarded as being more than atoned 
for by the gains to the others parts of the 
whole character.” This may in general be 
correct, though the discrimination is a nice 
one, since in the last analysis everything 
refers back to the individual, and different 
men wil! show different results. 
In respect to football as a promoter of the 
intéliectual and scholastic interests of the 
whole student body, there is some diversity 
of opinion, but the majority believes that it 
has a good influence in the American college. 
Hence, President Thwing concludes that “ it 
begomes all those who are interested in it to 
put their heads and their hearts together in 
making it the best game possible.” Towards 
réaching such a result President Thwing re- 
cites ten evils, as he conceives them, to 
which the game is subjected, which should be 
abated. They are (1) danger to life; (2) 
temptation to fraud in making up teams;

THE ARMY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Sympathizers with the Filipinos, in and 
out of Congress, have sought to create the 
impression that every order given and 
every act committed in the Philippines by 
American officers or soldiers has had the 
active or passive approval of the national 
administration. There have been instances 
of severity. There have also been in- 
stances of cruelty and barbarity. The 
critics of the administration have drawn 
no distinction between them and condemned 
both. They have sought to make the pub- 
lie believe that the President and the Secre- 
tary of War have sanctioned both. 


A recent letter from the Secretary of War, 
transmitting to the Senate information, 
defines clearly which class of orders issued 
by military officers is approved of by the 
government and which is disapproved of. 
The Senate desired to be informed whether 
orders issued by Brigadier General Bell 
concerning reconcentration had been ap- 
proved or acquiesced in by the War depart- 
ment. The Senate also asked for a copy 
of the order, said to have been given by 
Brigadier Geheral Jacob H. Smith, to kill 
everybody over 10 years of age in Samar, 
and for information as to whether a copy 
of the order had been received by the Wur 
department, and if it had been revoked or 
countermanded by. anybody. 

The answer of the Secretary of War to 
the last part of the resolution is brief. No 
such order as that ascribed to General 
Smith has been received by the depart- 
ment. But when the report came that such 
an order had heen issued by him a court- 
martial for his trial was ordered. This is 
sufficient evidence that his order is disap- 
proved of by the President and Secretary of 
War. 

As regards the orders issued by Brigadier 
General Bell for the establishment of con- 
centration camps in the provinces of Ba- 
tangas and Laguna, the Secretary of War 
SAYS: 

The War department saw no reason to doubt 
that the policy embodied in the above-mentioned 
orders was at once the most effective and the most 
humane that could possibly be followed, and so 
indeed it has proved. Within a comparatively few 
weeks after this policy was inaugurated the guer- 
tilla warfare in Batangas and Laguna and the 
adjacent regions, with all its accompaniments of 
long-continued suffering, destruction, and assas- 
sination. has been ended, the authority of the 
United States has been asserted and acquiesced in, 
and the people who had been collected and pro- 
tected in ths camps of concentration have been 
permitted to return again to their homes and re- 
sume their customary pursuits in peace. 

The reports from General Bell and his 


superior officers sent to the Senate by Secre- 
tary Root prove that General Bell's policy, 
spoken of by ignorant critics as modeled aft- 
er and worse than that of Weyler in Cuba, 
was not in reality either severe or cruel, It 
was merciful. It saved Filipino and Ameri- 


ily. The Adjutant General who inspected 
the concentration camps says the inmates 


the common people “ actually more happy 
and comfortable than. they were in their 
own villages.” 

‘There is no excuse for misunderstanding 
and misrepresenting the attitude of the gov-. 
ernment as to military operations in the 
Philippines. It condemns every act which 
is not in accordance with the laws of war 
and will punish acts in transgression of the 
laws of war. It expects army officers to 
conform to the “instructions for the gov- 
ernment of armies in the United States-in 
the field,” written by Francis Lieber and 
approved by Abraham Lincoln. The in- 
structions sanction acts, in certain contin- 
gencies, which are marked by extreme 
severity, the object of which is, however, 
to shorten hostilities and save life. Orders

It will 
severely punish orders and conduct which are 
not justifiable under the laws of modern 
warfare. 


SURPLICES, CASSOCKS, AND WOMEN. — 

The Protestant Episcopal Church has 
been for some time trying to reach a definite, 
consistent policy in the matter of vested 
female choirs. In most churches the choirs 
are composed of boys and men exclusively. 
Lately, however, it has become customary 
in some churches to introduce girls and 
women among the boys and men, and to 
allow the female part of the choir to wear 
the same costume as the male part of it. 
This practice has been vehemently de- 
nounced by churchmen of the more rigid 
type. It is said to be an unseemly innoya- 
tion. “ No women in the chancel” is the 
right rule and the only rule. The cham- 
pions of the vested women, however, have 
been able to dig up a few precedents and 
to lay claim to certain shreds of medieval! or 
ancient authority. 

What brings the controversy to public 
notice now is that Bishop Burgess of Long 
Island has just issued an episcopal order 
to the effect that women shall no longer

I will be faithful and true, and faith and 
truth will bear unto you, our Sovereign Lord, and 
your heirs, Kings of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, And I will do, and truly 
acknowledge the service of the lands I claim to 
hold of you, as in right of the church. So help 


me God. | 

Then the Prince of Wales will take off 
his coronet and kneel. The Princes of the 
blood royal will imitate him, and they will 
says, in. chorus, “I do become your liege 
man of life and limb, and of earthly wor- 
ship, and faith, and truth. I will bear unto 
you to live and die against all manner of 
folks. So help me God.” Then the Princes 
will rise and will severally touch the crown 
of his Majesty’s head and kiss his Majesty’s 
left cheek. 

Thereupon the Dukes, Marquises, Ear'is, 
Viscounts, and Barons will severally doff 
their coronets, make their appropriate re- 
marks, touch the King’s crown, as promising 
to be ever ready to support it with all their 
power, and kiss his cheek. The Englishmen 
who. do not wear coronets and who are 
spoken of in the coronation service as “a 
dutiful gentry ” and “ an honest, industri- 
ous, and obedient commonalty,’’are not per- 
mitted to make their homage, touch the 
royal crown, and kiss the royal ¢heek. 

The ceremonial to be observed next month 
has the stamp of age. It goes back to the 
days of the Saxon Kings. It meant some- 
thing when it was first devised. It has no 
significance now, when the Kings of Eng- 
land have a parliamentary and not a divine 
title, and when they rule in name rather than 
in fact. The feudal system has gone, and 
it will be absurd to hear respectable English 
noblemen solemnly assuring the King that 
trey are his liege men “ of earthly worghip.” 
Every participant ip the pageant surely will 
have an uneasy feeling that he is an actor in 
a ridiculous spectacle, a spectacle impres- 
sive and significant once, but which today is 
little better than idle mummery.

AN ACCEPTABLE GIFT. 

When the statue of Frederick the Great 
reaches Washington it will not for some 
time feel perfectly at home. It will find 
that its fellow-statues are by no means of 
blood royal. It will discover that some of 
them are not even in society. It will learn 
that many of them are uncompromising 
republicans who, when they were flesh and 
blood, instead of bronze or marble, said 
hard things of the royal prerogative. How 
will'a King of Prussia, an hereditary mon- 
arch, an autocratic, irascible, father-of- 
his people, get along with the heroes of 
democracy? The Frederick statue will be’ 
like a duck in a brood of chickens. It 
will be lonely. Perhaps, however, it will 
not continue to be lonely. Other Kings 
may send us other kingly statues, and 
Frederick will have companions. 

There is nothing wrong in setting up the 
statue of a King in Washington. The 
Americans prefer to have Presidents. If 
other people prefer to have Kings, what is 
that to us? What business is it of ours? 
The French republicans seemed to think at 
one time that they were commissioned to 
topple down all the thrones of Europe 
The American republicans have no such 
fantastic conception of their destiny. 

As a whole, the German people are, and 
have been, loyally disposed toward their 
They like government by sov- 
ereigns. Why should we quarrel with 
them about it? Mercutio said that Ben- 
volio would quarrel with a man for crack- 
ing nuts for no other reason than because 
he himself had hazel eyes. There are 
modern quarrels almost as foolish. Fred- 
erick is one of Germany's great political 
heroes. When Germany wants to give an- 
other nation a statue, it naturaliy thinks 
of Frederick. 

Of all the rulers of Germany Frederick 
had, perhaps, the closest connection with 
this country. He was King of Prussia 
while the revolutionary war was in prog- 
ress. He did not, it is true, bring Prus- 
sia into those same friendly relations with 
the United States which Louis XVI. és- 
tablished in the case of France. He hesi- 
tated, proerastinated, vacillated. He re- 
fused to receive the American representa- |

tive in person. He even said, in a letter 
to Prince Henry,that he intended to defer 
negotiations till he/could see on which side 
fortune was likely.to declare herself.

European brethren, upon the bare necessities of life. Their needs grew 
with their increased wages until we find ourselves at the end of the fitst 
century with a wage rate about double that paid for similar employment 
in the countries of Europe. 

The theory of the protective tariff has been to build up infant industries 
and to maintain them by paying the difference in cost of wages and interest 
upon capital between this and other countries.. Tariff acts have been ad- 
justed with this principle in view. This was the principle upon which the 
present law was enacted. : 

The tariff puts it in the power of the employer to pay a higher wage 
scale than is paid elsewhere. The mechanics have been able to take care of 
themselves by enforcing their demands upon their employers by means of 
trade unions and kindred organizations. But the latter would be power- 
less did not the law by preserving our home markets give the manufacturer 
the opportunity of paying these greater wages without loss to his business. 

The system has proven wonderfully successful beyond .the dreams of 
its original advocates. By giving the American workman the opportunity 
of employment in fabricating the various articles of manufacture, the sys- 
tem has also given his keener intellect the opportunity of invention. Im- 
proved machinery evolved from the brains of American mechanics has easily 
placed our country in the front rank in the various processes of manufact- 
uring. It has multiplied’ the production of our labor until in many jines 
the man, supplemented by the machine, has been able to equalize by greater 
production the difference in ,wages. So that in some lines we can compete 
with the world.

permit. But our developments have gone beyond this; we have entered 
into the markets of the world, and are regarded by every competing nation 
as its most formidable rival. ' 

Right here comes the danger, the misconception of our people and con- 
sequent discontent. When trade is normal or in such condition that the 
supply exceeds the demand, the alternative presents itself to our manufact- 
urers either to shut down their shops or seek trade in foreign markets. To 
enter these markets they must cut below the price of their competitors. - It 
occasionally happens that the prices abroad thus obtained are even lower 
than those received here. Then a hue and cry is likely to arise that our 
manufacturers are selling cheaper abroad than to our own people. Isolated 
cases are magnified and discontent arises. On the other hand, when the 
demand is greater than the supply; as it is today in most branches of our in- 
dustry, the price naturally advances and discontent arises and the super- 
ficial thinker is too apt to charge the cause upon the tariff. 

Patience and a little time applies its own remedy, for today we have 
an abundance of capital, and new enterprisés and new factories are speedily 
restoring the normal! conditions of a supply equal to all demands. The rem- 
edy is not in tinlering with the tariff and prostrating our industries, but 
in the fresh capital and enterprise that come to the rescue and relieve the 
situation. 

A revision of the tariff necessarily brings with it disturbance in business, 
and the uncertainties attendant upon it are apt to frighten capital and check 
enterprise, always resulting in throwing large numbers out of employment. 
{t should be undertaken only in cases of great necessity and when the ulti- 
mate advantages to be obtained far outweigh the temporary loss. With the 
many interests at stake, no set of men can form a perfect tariff act. There 
will always be a certain amount of inconsistency and incongruity. Duties

of the race, and so all peoples have evolved a bill of fare more or iess 
nutritive. 

The fact that a race survives is proof that its food has sustained 
life, and in the absence of scientific data it is worth our while to find out 
what articles of food have stood the test of experience. We find that able, 
finely developed human bodies may be built up and sustained by vegetable 
diet. The Oriental races are certainly not lacking in fine muscular develop- 
ment, while among domestic animals the horse and the ox are proof of the 
same proposition. But for the fact that animal food is supplied by nature 
for the young animal we should be ready to declare in favor of purely vege- 
table diet. ‘Those who maintain the vegétarian idea must explain away 
the fact that nature has provided an animal! diet for the mammalian young. 

Thea we have the egg, another purely animal product, which ages of 
experience has proven to be most nutritious. While awaiting the analysis 
of foods according to their electrical values it would seem only fair to 
add milk and its products, butter and cheese, and eggs to our vegetable 
diet. If to these we add fish, we can well afford to bid farewell to pigs, 
cattle, and sheep as necessities of diet. They are not necessities, as is well 
proven by the strong people who live and work entirely without them. 


Butter, cream, olive oil, and nuts abundantly supply the essential amount 


of fat, while milk, eggs, and the leguminous vegetables, such as peas and 


beans, furnish an abundance of albumen, while fruits gratify taste and 
supply healthful acids and salts. Thus is furnished a variety which 
experience proves a necessity. 

The craving for meat is not because meat is a necessity, but because 
we like the taste of meat, just as many like the taste of wine or other 
alcoholic beverages. The taste for an article does not imply its necessity 
as a part of one’s diet. We have classified foods as albumens, fats, and 
starches and have prepared tables giving the proportionate amounts of 
each for a wholesome, nutritious diet. 

It will be strange if, when our tables of foods shall be arranged accord- 
ing to their electrical value, they shall differ materially from those tables 
already established. We find a striking illustration of the instinctive pres- 
ervation of life in the diet evolved by our New England ancestry. They 
were little learned in science and knew practically nothing of physiological 
chemistry, yet we doubt much if the most scientific tables can suggest 
a better work bill of fare than that originated by the New-Englander—viz,: 
baked beans with pork, codfish, and brown bread. This, with New England 


promote a more fraternal spirit among the young Jews of the country, and 
at the same time improve them intellectually and physically, will do more 
to produce a general spirit of harmony than anything yet attempted.

The organization is at this time in so niuch of an embryonic state that 
to attempt to discuss it in detail would be impossible. But the general 
principles involved in the project are the same now as they will be after 
the institution is firmly established. In the first place, the primary aim 
of the organization will be elevation. With such an end in view, steps will 
be taken to improve both the mind and body. Lectures will be made a 
feature of the institution. Discussions will be presented on all questions 
of importance to American citizens. Patriotism will be taught; the primary 
principles of good government will be set forth; prominent rabbis of Chicago 
and other cities in the United States will be secured to lecture once or twice 
a week on vital subjects, and, in addition, schools will be established— 
perhaps on a small! scale—for education in different branches, in much the 
same way that the work is carried on at present by the Young Men's 
Christian association. The possibilities of such an institution readily 


suggest themselves. | 
Another consideration largely in favor of this project is the athletic 


advantages such a place would afford, and this is by no means a small 
matter in a city like Chicago, where the body is apt to be neglected in the 
rush of business and the hurry of everyday affairs. The place would be 
ntted with a natatorium, baths, gymnasium, restaurant, and lecture or 


amusement hall. 

_ Back of these advantages which appear on the face is one which, to my 
mind, is of greater importance than the others combined. This has to do 
with the sociological side of the question entirely. The establishment of 
such an institution as the order has in mind at present would mean the 
creation of a home for hundreds of Jewish young men who cannot afford to 
pay the dues exacted at most of the clubs in Chicago. For $10 or $12 a 
year every young man could provide himself with a place for improvement 
and education which would be free from every form of vice. What is more, 
the membership need not be limited to young men. Girls could be included, 
and in this way the scope of the institution could be extended until its 
benefits would become almost inealculable. The Jewish young men of 
Chicago should be provided with some sort of a place that will improve their 


minds and develop their bodies, and the project under consideration, it 


seems to me, meets every requirement. 

If this institution is established—and I have no doubt that it will be in 
time—its chief aim yvill be inclusiveness, and I believe within a short time 
the membership would number 4,000 or 5,000. It will in reality be a home 
for young men, centrally located, and fostered by men who will look after 
the interests of members.: An employment bureau will be operated in 
connection with, other branches. The institution could be maintained by 
the dues from members, and I predict that after it has been running for 
three years it would be self-supporting.

PROF. B. F. LIVINGSTON SAYS| 


PROCESS IS COMMON. 

Unconsciously Used 
Housekeepers — Advantages of the 
Process Known To and Used by the 
North American Indians — Potato 
Chips and Some Breakfast Foods 
Examples of the Plan Announced 


by Dr. A. P, Anderson of Columbia. 


The plan of dry-heat cooking suggested 
by Professor Alexander P. Anderson of Co- 
lumbia .University has been used by most 
housekeepers, according to the belief of Ben- 
ton E. Livingston, acting head of the work 
in plant physiology at thé University of 
Chicago. 

Certain breakfast foods, crisp potato chips 
and even parched corn, are prepared accord- 
ing to the theory of the botanist from Co- 
lumbia University, who has made research 
into’ the use of dry heat in preparation of 
starch foods. Mr. Livingston believes that

a discoverer, who was a business-man first , 


and a scientist afterward, found that such 
foods could be made more digestible when 
cooked with dry heat instead of by boiling 
in water and already has placed upon the 
market the food which is prepared in the 
way tried by Professor Anderson. 


Announcement of Dr. Anderson. 

The announcement of the experiments of 
ary heat was made last week by Dr. Ander- 
son at the Museum Building of the New York 
Botanical Garden. He spoke of the results of 
his experiments with dry-heat cooking, which 
was done in a saturated atmosphere, and 
said he found his method would make starch 
foods more digestible than when cooked in 
water and would enable them to be pre- 
served for a longer period. 

“‘ The announcement of the research of Dr. 


Anderson will doubtless show thorough in-~| 


vestigation of a method that is already in 
Use in certain ways,’ said Mr. Livingston. 
**In converting grain foods into edible prod- 
ucts, managers of food concerns evidently 
have been employing much the same process 
as that of which Dr. Anderson speaks. When 
starch in grains and vegetables is boiled in 
water it is transformed into sugar, but the 
process is not thoroughly done. When grains 
are heated some degrees above the boiling 
point the starch is converted into dextrine, 
@ substance easily absorbed in the system. 
Starch itself is not readily taken up in the 
system and must undergo a chemical change. 
If the chemical change is wrought before the 
starchy food is eaten it is more easily ab- 
sorbed. 

“What is comparatively easy to do with 
grains, which are dry, comes harder with po- 
tatoes, which contain much statch, but also 
considerable water. In potato chips, which 
are dry heated, after being thinly sliced, the 
water is driven off. Potato chips, as every 
one knows, keepalongtime. Peas and beans 
contain’ much starch, but they also contain 
proteide, and a housewife should not try to 
get the most’ good out of them by dry heat. 


Known to the Indians. 

“ The North American Indian knew some- 
thing about dry heat also. When he wanted 
to prepare corn for his immediate wants he 
cooked it in water, but when going on a 
long journey ‘he parched it and. found that 
he could keep it for a long period. Toast is 
often more easily digested than bread. This 
is because the -system of dry heat is em- 
ployed on the starches in the bread and dex- 
trihne is formed. Dextrine is midway be- 
tween a starch and a sugar and digestion 
changes a starch into a sugar before it can 
be absorbed. 

“Doubtless the finding of Dr. Anderson 
shows that by improved means the dry heat- 
ing system may supplant the water boiling 
plan with good results. His statement of 
results is not known to me except in a per- 
functory way.”’

A Defense of Texas. 
Houston, Tex., May 17.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
I read in *‘ The Chicago Tribune ’’ of April 26m 
revrint of an interview with Mr. F. H. Rawson 
concerning Texas. Nearly all of his statements 
sbout Texas laws and other things are so singu- 
larly rate they seem unanswerabie; but, 


as some of/ my Illinois clients have since made 
inquiry as {o the terrible state of affairs which he 
depicts and “have referred to ‘‘ The Tribune's ’’ 
editorial of April 28 commenting upon this inter- 
view I fé@el like saying that, while this editorial 
“s reasonable enough if Mr. Rawson is taken for 
granted, it does a decided injustice to Texas. 

The editorial says, speaking of the Texas home- 
stead law, that *‘ No foreclosures shall be Tnade 
on ‘ homesteads,’ ’’ which is going too far, as own- 
ers of homesteads (husband and wife jointly, if 
both alive) can borrow money on their homesteads 
to make improvements and repairs and can give 
valid and indefeasible liens thereon as security, 
with right of foreclosure. If either husband or 
wife be dead the restrictions are largely removed; 
but otherwise the homestead cannot be incum- 
bered for any purpose except to make improve- 
ments and repairs and for the purchase money. 
There is no restriction as to mortgaging other 
property. The homestead law is broad, as ‘‘ The 
Tribune "’ states, broad enough to work hardships 
at times upon honest home-owners and ipcautious 
money lenders as well, even causing unwillingness 
on the part of some money lenders to place funds 
on the homestead in any way; but it is also broad 
enough to be an untold blessing to thousands of 
Texas women and children having unthrifty hus- 
bands and fathers. Mr. Rawson actually makes 
the law so broad as to extend the homestead right 
to a brewing company, thus making a brewery the 
head of a family in Texas instead of the ruin of it, 
as some think. This brewery-homestead joke is 
entirely unfounded in fact. ‘*‘ The Tribune ’’ says 
that ‘‘ few investors dare to place loans on any 
kind of real property ’’; but the truth is that 
Texas capitalists lend money everywhere in Texas 
on real property, and thousands of investors in 
the North and East and in Great Britain have, in 
the aggregate, a large amount of money in Texas 
mortgages and are steadily increasing it. 

‘*The Tribune ’’ also says, again following Mr. 
Raweon’s wrong clew, that ‘‘ This has not been 
to much of a blessing to Texas as its legislators 
hoped. Galveston, for instance, is still without 
its sea wall, because it: cannot float bonds tunti! 
the State lews are £0 amended as to nrovide some 
kind of security for investments.’’ Poor Galves- 
ton! Mr. Rawson does seem pitiless in his joking. 
The simple. wnavestionable, and well-known fact 
about these bonds is that the Galveston County 
Commiesionet«’ Court has recently authorized the 
issuance of sea wal! bonds to the amount of $1,500. - 
000. of which £1.250.000 have been eagerly sub- 
scribed before iseuance, the mreater part of thi- 
subscription coming ftom Galveston people them- 
selves. This being true. what can excuse Mr. 
Raweon for making such an erroneous impres- 
sion? 

As to reeuletions erainet ‘ reetraint of 
trade.’ which Mr. Rawson found numerous 
end complicated.”’ I can only sav that they are no 
more numerous or complicated than in my old State 
of Tiltnoli«. generaliv speaking.

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* BAPTISTS FACE PROBLEM IN ST. 
PAUL THIS WEEK/ 


May Anniversary Will Hear Reports 
. from Three Great Societies and De-. 
cide on Methods to Increase Ef- 
ficiency and Eeonomy in Manage- 
ment of These Benevolent Organ- 
izations — Closer Alliance Between 
Women’s and Home Societies Urged 


St. Paul, Minn., May 17.—[Special.]—About 
2.000 of the brightest men and womenamong 
Baptists of the North will meet here next 
week, beginning on Monday. They will hear 

. reports of the three great Baptist missionary 
societies—the Union of Boston, the Home 
Mission of New York, and the Publication 
of Philadelphia—and decide what ought to 
be done to increase the efficiency of these 
benevolent administrations. _ Collectively 
~ these Baptist gatherings are called the May 
anniversaries. 


Baptists come here this year in a state of 


* wnrest and dissatisfaction with the manage- 
ment of all three of their missionary s0- 
~ cleties. A feeling pervades the denomina- | 
tion that something ought to be done to se- 
. eure greater efficiency and economy. 

The Missionary union has a committee of 
nine, which will report here during its meet- 
ing upon the relation of all three societies. 
The Publication society, while it has no com- 

_mittee, has it in its program to consider such 
relation. and throughout Home Mission so- 

* interests the matter of codrdination 
and cobperation has been discussed with 
more or less warmth for several years. It 
is the collection part of the business that 

chiefly concerns the union’s committee of 
nine, but so widespread is the interest that 

» its report will involve the whole matter of 
the relation of the societies. 


Millions Invested in Schools. 


Baptists of the whole country have in- 
vested in educational interests $45,000,000. 
The Missionary union sent into the foreign 

~ ” fleld year before last $574,000, and it usually 
spends about that sum each year. The Pub- 
l.cation society has two departments—one its 
business, the other its missionary. From 
the one it receives annually $750,000, and 
from the other $175,000. The Home Mission 
society has an income of about $700,000 a 
year. Here is a total exceeding $2,200,000 a 
year. All of it comes exclusively from Bap- 
tists North. The Education society repre- 
sents Baptists South as well as North, and 
it often adds to endowment funds of Baptist 

~ educational institutions as much as $450,000 

in single years. 

Another possible change in benevolent ad- 
ministration is the closer alliance between 
women’s societiés and the Home Mission 
society. The latter is willing to accept the 
change. but it remains to be seen whether 
the women will agree to it. The famous 
chapel cars are likewise under discussion. 

“ These are controlled by the Publication so- 
} ciety, and are eight in number. The rail- 
roads haul them free, and they go from.town 
to town, serving as church for a time, and 
then proceeding elsewhere. Their work is 
criticised to the extent that it is charged 
that when the car quits the place the church 
goes to pieces, and has to be organized 
again next year or the year after. The 
Publication society has a missionary de- 
partment, and in that it conflicts to some ex- 
tent with the, Home Mission society. 


- Tnink Chapel Cars a Mistake. 


There is a proposition to turn the chapel 
cars and perhaps all missionary work of the 
Publication society over to the Home Mis- 
sion society. But the Publication society 
feels that the cars are a trust it cannot 

* divest itself of, and the Home Mission so- 
ciety feels, it is said, that the chapel car 

- method is a mistake and does not want the 
care of the cars. 

The women’s missionary societies, the 
work of which will be discussed here, are 
two in number, with headquarters in Boston 
and Chicago respectively. The Boston so- 
ciety raises $35,000_a year, and the Chicago 
one $75,000. The feago society sends out 

*4ts own missionaries and maintains a mis-. 
sionary training school. The general talk 
along the line of consolidation is affecting 


these women’s organizations. 


UNREST AMONG THE CHURCHES 


Theological Controversy Is Finding a 
¢ Foothold in a Number of De- 
nominations. 


The’ theological seminary commencement 
season is witnessing a sort of upheaval, due 
in part to theological controversies. An- 
dover Seminary, from which was graduated 
a great number of present Congregational 
pastors, is to go to Cambridge, and out 
of a separate existence. There is a loud 
protest from alumni and others, but there 
seems to be no help forit. Union Theological 
Seminary is ignored by the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, sitting in its own city. 
Baptist seminaries are seriously affected 
by the new thought, and for the first time 
within the history of the Baptist denomina- 
tion, there has just concluded within it a 
trial for heresy. Roman Catholic seminaries 
are discussing seriously, although quietly, 
the Pope’s new Bible commission. Methodist 
seminaries are not without their theological 
difficulties. 

. The feature of the season at Northfield, 

' gpart from the conference of Christian 
Workers, is a July Bible school, with the 
Rev. G. Campbell Morgan at its head. This 
‘will be the first summer for Mr. Morgan as 
a part of Northfield’s new plan. The student 
conference is this year to have but one date, 
and be for men exclusively.

Tragedies and Comedies of Which 
the God of Love Is 
Author. 


HERE is no way of accounting for the 
many strange and unnatural things 
which can be charged against the con- 
duct of men and women who are in 
love. To attempt to analyze the vary- 

ing emotions of love's victims would be 
shouldering a problem which could not be 
grasped by a mind of even the keenest and 
most penetrating perceptive faculties. It 
may be true, as the poet says, that all the 
world likes a lover, but at best the worid 
knows Httle or nothing about the heart 
promptings of this idealized personage. 

Being in love is not always the blissfully 
seductive and complacently “ideal condition | 
which theorists would have you believe, for 
trials and tribulations, some of them great 
and others insignificantly smal, constantly 
beset those whom Cupid lists for participa- 
tion in some of his mighty conquests. Itis 
these preying actualities that cause men and 
women in love to do many strange things. 
Often their conduct approaches the heroic, 
and stories of touching sacrifices and mar- 
velous devotion which one would not expect 
to find outside the covers of sentimental 
névels come to light. 

Again love with its erratic attributes shoots 
off in another angle and converts a man or 
@ woman into an unreasonable, unthinking 
being who goes to incalculable extremes to 
bring about a realization of a cherished sit- 
uation. But whether it is tender sacrifice, 
constant devotion through many years, ora 
directly opposite extreme, the action springs 
from the same impartial source—the exist- 
ence of love. 

Tragedy in Love Affair. 

As an illustration of the tragic complica- 
tions which may grow out of a love affair the 
casé of Mrs. Ralph Redmond, who, with her 
husband, now lives in a suburb of Baltimore, 
presents itself. There is more of tragedy 


‘ in this story than is common, yet it has a re- 


markably realistic ring. Mrs. Redmond for- 
merly was Miss Lou Parris of Tryon City, 
S. C., and she recently married Ralph Red- 
mond after killing a man who betrayed her 
present husband and circulated reports in- 
jurious to her character. For this act she 
received a penitentiary sentence of fifteen 
years, but through the efforts of friends was 
granted a pardon. 

Mr. and Mrs. Redmond knew each other 
as children. They attended the same school 
in Tryon City, and as they grew older the 
friendship of childhood ripened into love in 
its most ardent form. With the problem of 
gaining a livelihood before him Redmond 
determined to be a moonshiner, an occupa- 
tion favored by the more adventurous spirits 
of his neighborhood. The young couple con- 
tinued to love until a rival finally appeared 
on the scene. His name was William John- 
son. He laid siege to the hand of Miss Parris 
and finally proposed to her and was rejected. 
Then he determined to destroy the happiness 
of Redmond. Johnson furnished informa- 
tion through which Redmond was beguiled 
into the hands of revenueagents. Theyoung 
man was saved from trial through the inter- 
vention of relatives, but was compelled to 
remain more or less in hiding and to woo his 
lady love by stealth: 

Johnson, however, continued his addresses 
after Redmond became-a fugitive, and when d 
he thought sufficient time had elapsed since 
the young man’s disappearance, propose 
to Miss Parris a second time.

ARCHDUKE LEOPOLD SALVATOR’S TRIP ACROSS THE ALPS. 


Archduke Leopold Salvator and His Balloon. 


Princes of the blood having not 
only their ordinary balloons but 
aerial state coaches.’’ 

Already Princes are turning to the sport. 
One, the Archduke Leopold Salvator of Aus 
tria-Hungary, recently made a remarkabie 
journey across the Alps in. his balloon, the 
Meteor. Not content with making trips on 
his own account in ome or another of the 
three large balloons which he had made, he 
has commenced taking his wife and children 
with him. 


There are many members of the other 
reigning houses who have made aerial trips, 
notably the King of Italy’s two cousins, the 
Count of Turin and the Duke of Abruzzi. 
The Duke of Abruzzi, in particular, made a 
number of ballooning trips before starting 
on his arctic expedition, with the object 
of ascertaining to what extent he could 
utilize this mode of conveyance in the polar 
regions. Apparently, he was not saticfied 
with the practical results of his experiments, 
as he did not take a balloon with him in the 
Polar Star. The widowed Duchess of Aosta 
and the young Duchess of Genoa, while these 
trials were in progress at Turin, took acdvan- 
tage of the opportunity to make several 
ascents, -but were ultimately forbidden to do 
so again by the late King Humbert, who 
was a!armed for their safety, and insisted, in 
spite of all that was urged to the contrary, 
that they were risking their lives. 

The Emperor of Germany and his eldest 
sister, Princess Charlotte of Saxe-Meiningen, 
have both been up ina balloon. It was, how- 
ever, a captive one, and their ascent took 
place at Paris during the International Ex- 
hibition of 1878..when, it may remembered, 
the most gigantic balloon ever produced used

King Edward, Queen Alexandra, the late 
Duke of Albany, the Duke of Brunswick and 
of Cumberland, who at that time bore the 
title of Crown Prince of Hanover, and like- 
wise the late Prince Jerome Napoleon, all 
made one or more ascents in this balloon, as 
did also old Queen Isabella of Spain, the 
Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Den- 
mark, the King and Queen of Greece, and, of 
course, King Leopold of Belgium. Prince 
Frederick Leopold of Prussia has been up 
several times in the military balloon on the 
Tempel Hof maneuver grounds, near Berlin. 
But when the Kaiser himself wished to ac- 
company his brother-in-law his ministerial 
and military advisers urged him to abstain 
from putting his project into execution on 
the ground that he had no right to risk a 
life of such vital importance to the empire. 
The Emperor only yielded to their argu- 
ment# when they were reinforced by the 
Empress, for he shares the conviction of 
Archduke Leopold Salvator of Austria that 
there is no more danger in ballooning than 
in driving at the breakneck speed which he 
invariably affects.

W YORK, May 17.—The play 
** Hearts Aflame,’’ which is at the 
Garrick Theater for a week, 
might, without any stretch of 
the imagination, be described as 
‘sensational drama. It the 
work of Mrs. Robert Haines, whose husband 
was Mrs. Fiske’s leading man during the 
early part of the season. 

Mrs. Haines obtained the most of the 
material for her play from a story that ap- 
peared in the Smart Set. It was intended 
at first for Miss Amelia Bingham and her 
company,*and, I believe, was virtually ac- 
cepted by Miss Bingham. Miss Bingham is 
a great believer in incidents and functions, 
basing her belief on the number of these 
in *“* The Climbers,”’ the play that made her 
and her company famous when it was first 
produced at the Bijou Theater. A play 
without {ncidents and functions would, I 
imagine, scarcely appeal to Miss Bingham 
at all. Mrs. Haines, appreciating this fact, 
filled her play with both. 

It is said that it was over one of the 
functions that she and Miss Bingham came 
to grief. Mrs. Haines introduced, at the 
suggestion of Miss Bingham, a “ bridge "’ 
party; but when the play was finished Miss 
Bingham decided that bridge was passé, and 
that a pingpong party must be substituted. 
Mrs. Haines claimed that she had learned 
“bridge” at some expense—in this she is 
not unlike others—in order to introduce the 
bridge party, and that she didn’t propose 
to learn pingpgng to introduce a pingpong 
party and then find out that by the time 
the play was ready for the stage that game 
had gone out of fashion. So she told Miss 
Bingham—at least this is the story—that 
she would release her; and Miss Bingham, 
having already read ‘‘ A Modern Magdalen, 
yearned to portray the part of that grace- 
jess lady and accepted the release.

HERE is little that is disgraceful 
and vapid in New York fast life 
that Mrs. Haines has not introduced 
“mee into her play.

Studying Their Causes. 


Besides such risky study—including the 
late Professor Palmieri’s daring life resi- 
dence near the lip of the crater—science has 
prosecuted Other and laborious researches 
inte the causes of volcanic action. Careful 
calculations have been made to Uetermine 
whebe the heat might come from, until we 
now know almost exactly how much rock 
must be pulverized by pressure in order to 
produce the temperatures of 2,000° to 


3000° Farenheit, which have been foundin _ 


the craters. 

And yet we do not know today with any 
sort. of certainty or satisfaction what it is 
that causes volcanic action. There are many 
sclentifie theories, but each of them has been 
challenged by scientific criticism which ap- 
parently it cannot endure. 

For ages it has been recognized as a giant 
chimney, bullt by the actions of subterranean 
fires. Likewise these chimneys have been 
associated always with contiguous salt 
water. As to the hand that set the fires and 
as to the condi@ions which control these 
chinineys giving vent to the fires of an under 
world, speculation has been rife for a thou- 
send years. In general, superheated steam 
under the earth's crust is regarded as the 
active agent in a volcanic eruption. With 
most volcanoes, active or extinct, standing in 
proximity to sea water, the connection of 
phenomenon has been easy.

Effects Seen Near Chicago. 
“In general, the Mississippi Valley is not 
interested in vital ways concerning the vol- 
cano or its earthquaking accompaniment, It 
is conceded that the Valley of the Mississip- 
pi had its experiences with molten lava long 
before recorded time, and the glacial drift 
has buried most of it hundreds of feet below 
the city datum of Chicago. In the Lake Su- 
perior country, however, In the copper and 
jron deposits of the region, are to be found 
the evidences of volcanic heat among the 
rocks. Thus, lacking anything approaching 
a vent*or cone the valley of the great river 
may be regarded as secure from a possible 


eruption, however little the modern scien- 
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a theory of his own regarding the internal 
fires of this planet or attempt to account 
for their origin. One of the Western authori- 
ties in geology has put it pointedly in the 
statement: ‘‘ The fires of the nether and ma- 
terial world, physically, are in just the same 
category as are the fires of that lake of fire 
which have been so much in questicn in the 
spiritual world.” 

In the midst of so much uncertainty re- 
garding the volcano and its connection with 
the fires of the under world, several points 
are agreed upon as logical upon the face 
of the phenomenon. For instance, it is 
agreed that steam is one of the potent ele- 
ments in the explosive effects that mark 
the eruption. Just how this steam is gen- 
erated, however, isa question. It is actepted 
as a fact thag at a depth of five miles the 
pressure of the earth’s crust is so great that 
no seams or fissure are possible in which 


water might be held. At this depth, too, it’ 


is not believed that rock is in a-sufficiently 
heated state to produce the phenomenon ofa 
volcanic eruption. This presupposes that if 
water causes the steam it must come in con- 
tact with the molten rock long after it has 
risen above the level of the sea. And, yet. 
there is the further truth that most active 
cones have been, and are, near the sea. 


J 
Each Cone Independent. 


Efforts have been made to connect the 
subterranean sources of volcanoes. While 
they have shown a disposition to align 
themselves, the general theory favors the 
supposition that each cone js more or less 
independent of its neighbors. This haz 
been demonstrated in the spectacle of a tall 
volcano, in the neighborhood of one much 
smaller, remaining active for years, while 
the small cone just as steadily refused to 
erupt. 

As to volcanoes in the history of the world, 
more than 500 have been discovered ani 
named. In their eruptions the principal 
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riaterials thrown out have been lava, ashes, 
mud, steam, sulphur, and such gases as 
hydrochloric, carbonic, and sulphurous 
,ucids, boric acid, ammonia, free hydrogen, 
and the vapors of mercury, antimony, and 
arsenic. 
craters and crevasses in the Island of Java 
it has been thought the story of the fabied 
upas tree found root. From end-to end 
this island is a chain of vents and craters, 
which, when active, have thrown out: mud 
instead of lava, and along with this mud 
have come sulphurous vapors, and even 
sulphuric acid, in such. quantities that a 
lake near a crater is so strongly impreg- 
nated as to kill every living thins that 
enters its waters. Not only this, but the 
stream which flows out of the lake ifs so 
acrid that the fishes of the sea near the 
mouth of the river are destroyed the moment 
they touch it. 


Volcanoes Injure Themselves. 


In this island of Java is a remarkable ex- 
ample of a voleano's suffering from its own 
titanic forces. Papandayang, in 1772, under- 
mined itself in an eruption to such an extent 
that its crater fell inward, taking down with 
it a district fifteen miles long and nearly six 
miles wide. More than forty villages were 


destroyed and 3,000 lives are said to have 


been lost. In this settling of the cone the 

height was reduced from 9,000 to 5,000 feet. 
In the formation of a volcano the growth 

is that of cooling lava, which is erupted and 


flows down the sides of a gradually increas- 


ing shell. The eruption of lava tends to pro- 
duce a much flatter cone than does ash, and 
in some volcanoes where there is a prevailing 
cool wind from a certdin direction the side 
of the crater to the windward is higher than 
on any other side. In eruption the character 
of the lava emitted may Vary greatly in con- 
sistency, though coming from the same cra- 
ter. For instance, the Vesruvian lava, in the 
eruption of 1858, was ofa peculiarly ropy na- 
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however, the Java that overflowed was at a 
white heat and flowed rapidly down the 
sides of the cone. 3

» Effect on Iceland. 


Iceland, as one of the hotbeds of volcanic 
energy, presents in marked manner the ills 
that come upon a district which. suffers 
from volcanic eruptions, Hecla, for in- 
stance has been known to be active for 
a period of six years at a time. While 
throwing out its vapors, fumes, and solids, - 
the people of the isiand contiguous to the 
voleano have verged upon starvation. Their 
principal food supply comes from their fish- 
eries and from their cattle. As to the fish- 
ing, it is practically destroyed because of 
the vast amount of hot lava that is dis- 
charged ‘into the sea and because of the 
activity of boiling springs which pour hot 
water into the neighboring ocean. 

As for the cattle, they suffer in a most 
pecullar manmer. The ashes and pumice 
stone are thrown to great heights and set- 
tle in great clouds upon the pastures. Aside 
from this making the grass tasteless, the 
cattle, in trying to eat in pasture, take the 
ashes and fine pumice into their mouths. 
This cuts the enamel from their teeth, finally 
leaving the brutes in such misery that they 
cannot eat the grass that is there for their 
sustenance, and they die of slow starvation. 
On many occasions Denmark has been 
called upon to aid the Icelanders in such 
emergencies. 


World’s Greatest Volcano. 
With the annexation of the Hawalian 


Islands the United States acquired the great- 
est volcano in the wwrld. Soon after this 
annexation Kilauea tried to show itself toa 
spectacular advantage, but the display did 
not last long. This vast crater of Kilauea 
is always active in a sense, however, and 
at least ten times in the last century it 
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gave demonstrations of its power. In 1855 
the great crater, more than three miles 
across, poured 38,000,000,000 cubic feet of 
molten lava down the sides of the cone, In 
1859 a stream of lava ran fifty miles from 
the mountain, covering the distance in eight 
days. In these islands, also, the United 
States government acquired some other 
thighty voleanoes. Mauna Kea, Mauna Loa, 


and Mauna Hualal are three of the principal 


cones, the two first named standing more 
than 18,000 feet high. Kilauea, as an active 
crater, however, is greatest of all, present- 
ing the picture of a lake of fire and brimstone 
nearly nine miles in circumference. Look- 
ing over this vast lake of fire, at boiling 
point, one sees vapors rising through the 
molten mass, lifting balloon-like cones of 
molten rock from the surface, spreading 
them, and finally bursting the balloon, send- 
ing flery showers into the air, the hot liquid 
falling back, unsolidified, into the cauldron. 
Everywhere this process of bubble-making 
and bubble-breaking is going on, throwing 
a comtinugus shower of fiery spray into the 
air. 

When this great cauldron overflowed in 
1840 it had been preceded by violent earth- 
quakes. On this occasion the lava flowed 
through some subterranean fissure, emerg- 


ing from the earth at a height of 1,250 feet 


above sea level. In two days it had traveled 
eleven miles, plunging into the ocean with 
tremendous detonations. So much lava was 
exuded that the coast lme was extended 
more than a quarter of a mile, and the sur~s 
rounding ocean was 80 heated that dead 
fish floated ashore for ten miles on each

United States, while as to the extent of 
seismic disturbances of the past, the famous 
Lava Beds, in which Captain Jack, the 
Modoc chief, held out against United States 
troops till starved into submission, are vol- 
ecanic areas full of mute testimony regard- 
ing nature’s convulsions. These lava beds 
are mazes of intricate passages in the rocks, 
formed by the processes of cooling and set- 
tling. & 


Eruption of Krakatoa. 

Prior to the recent’ convulsions of Mont 
Pelee, at Martinique, ithe most remarkable 
of volcanic eruptions! in recent years was 
that of Krekatpa, in the Straits of Sunda, 
in 1883.

THE TRIBUNE is in receipt of the following 
communication: 

** What is the matter with Ogden avenue? 
The spectacle of a diagonal street, extra 
wide, finely paved and handsomely built, 
with so many vacant storesin a densely pop- 
ulated part of the city, calls for more than 
@ passing mention. Are conditions in Chi- 
cago so changed that property, on this street 
and others outside the down-town district, is 
practically valueless? . 

“The great_bulk of hard-working, tax- 
paying citizens are vitally interested in this 
question—not in the opening up of remote 
subdivisions. I would like to have you take 
this matter up in next SuNDay’s TRIBUNE. 
Yours respectfully, CHICAGOAN,.”’ 

This is by no means a new question, as it 
has come up in connection with other streets 
in Chicago, notably West Madison street, 
and the conditions complained of have been 
for the greater part ascribed to the big down- 


. town department stores and improved trans- 


portation facilities. The latter are thought 
to have had a two-fold effect, both to the 
detriment of the streets in question, in not 
only expediting and generally facilitating 
travel to the central business district, but 
also in affording the same advantages with 
reference to reaching the newer and more 


. Outlying residence districts, where fresher 


surroundings and more modern and con- 
venient buildings are generally to be had 
than in these intermediate districts. 


Experience of Madison Street. 


A few years ago, when West Madison street 
was suffering more severely than at present, 
this question was gone into carefully both 
by merchants and property-owners along 
that street, and so unanimous was the be- 
Nef that the down-town department stores 
were primarily the cause of the trouble that 
an organized effort was made to combat the 
evil, but with no pronounced success. 

‘The fuller stocks, the brighter and more 
attractive displays, coupled with the belief 


on the part of many that they can buy to 


better advantage down-town, are mainly re- 
sponsible*for the patronage given the latter 
and the eorresponding neglect of the stores 
in these intermediate districts. It is also 
said that many people, as a matter of pride, 
trade down-town, and are not at all back- 


ward in annoyncing the fact, which they 


seém to imagine gives them a standing they 
would not have if they patronized their 
neighborhood stores. They delight in in- 
forming, their acquaintances that they pur- 
chased stheir hat or gown on State street, in- 
stead of buying at the more modest establish- 
atent nearer home. 

This rule of buying down-town obtains 
especially among the fairly well-to-do neigh- 
borhoods, and those comprising a still better 
class, and it is for this reason, probably, that 
Ogden avenue suffers more in a business way 
than many other streets similarly situated 
with reference to the business center of the 


In proof of the statement that the charac- 
ter of the people living in these districts has 
much to do with the amount of patronage 
given down-town stores, it may be said there 
are several of these outlying business streets 
which are not suffering from the empty 
stores spoken of along Ogden avenue. This 
is especially true of Milwaukee avenue, of 
Clybourn avenue to a large extent, of North 
avenue west of Wells street, of South Hal- 


_. sted street, and, to a less extent, perhaps, of 


Blue Island avenue, where the stores are 
well occupied and business is generally good. 
This is simply due to the fact that the resi- 


. dents contiguous to these streets patronize 


almost entirely their neighborhood stores. 


Better in Outlying Districts. 


In the more outlying districts business is 
much better, considering the population, 
than in these intermediate neighborhoods, 
for the reason that it takes too much time in 
going to and coming from the business cen- 
ter. Thus there has been a rapid building of 
stores along Forty-seventh street, near the 
South Side Elevated road, and they are all 
occupied. The same is true of Forty-third 


- and Sixty-third streets. 


VY. HH. Surghnor, who és probably as well 
acquainted with realty and general business 
conditions on the West Side as any broker in 
Chicago, in speaking of the Ogden avenue 
matter, said: 

**I have gone into this matter before with 
much care, and I am persuaded the trouble 
is to be traced to the department stores 
down-town, and improved methods of trans- 
portation. What is true of Ogden avenue is 
true of all such streets the neighborhood of 
which is populated by better classes of peo- 
ple.. They are not satisfied to trade with 
their neighborhood stores, but must go down- 
town. They seem to be ashamed to have it 
known that they would patronize these 
smaller stores, in spite of the fact that they 
could probably buy at just as good if not 
better advantage than down-town. 

“It is entirely different along Milwaukee 
avenue, Clybourn avenue, North avenue 
west of Wells street, South Halsted street, 
and Blue Island avenue.”’ 

Edgar M. Snow, who has an unusually com- 
prehensive knowledge of general realty cort_ 
@itions in the city, unhesitatingly attributes 
the trouble spoken of with reference to 
Ogden avenue to the department stores and 
improved transportation facilities, 

The remedy for the conditions seems to 
rest with the people residing in the vicinity 
of the streets in question. 


MARKET CONTINUES QUIET. 


Duplicate of That of the Previous Week 
~—Most Important Deal of Week the 
Purchase by Otto Young. 


Last week’s market was, generally speak- 
ing, a duplicate of that of the week before, 
being without any particularly important 
transactions, but with many of a minor 
character. Despite the fact that the down- 
town district is showing but few sales of 
an important character, there are several 
important negotiations in progress, and 
brokers generally state they are busier than 
a year ago. 

An important deal of the week was the 
purchase of the St. James block at 46- 
414 Clark street by Martin M. Schultz from 
the,estate of J. Lewis Crozer of Upland, 
Penn., for $85,000. The property has a 
frontage of 100% feet, and a depth of 108 
feet, and is improved with a four-story 
brick building. The 1901 valuation of the 
property was $94,530, and the 1899 valua- 
tion was $122,400. The purchase was made 
as an investment. The purchaser executed 
a trust deed to Peabody, Houghteling & Co., 
covering the property, for $35,000 for five 
years at 4 per cent, part purchase money.

LITHOUGH efforts are being made to 
cast doubts upon the authenticity of 
the memoirs of ex-King Milan, which 
have just appeared at Zurich, yet to 
any one who has been acquainted 
with the condition of affairs at Beigrade 
and at Bucharest during the last twenty or 
twenty-five years their céntents furnish the 
guarantee of their bona-fides by rea- 
@on of their adherence to the truth and by 
their description of what are known to be 
actual facts. If they are not written by 
Milan himself they are at any rate written 
by some one who enjoyed his complete conh- 
fidence to the extent of using his actual 
P ogy and favorite expressions and 
figures of speech, and they are worthy of 
being briefly referred to here in view of the 
peculiar light which they throw upon the 
smaller courts of southeastern Hurope. 
Milan spent his boyhood not at the court 
of Servia but at that of Roumania. For his 
mother, Princess Marie Obrenovitch, daugh- 
ter of the Roumanian Bojar Cartagi, and 
famous as the most beautiful woman of her 
day, had left her husband and’ was living 
openly with the Hospodar or reigning Prince 
of Roumania, Cusa by name. Indeed, itwas 
largely owing to this intimacy which caused 
the court of Bucharest to be avoided by all 
decent people and to become a byword 
term of reproach throughout Europe, that 
Cusa was deposed in the early '60s b 
of a conspiracy headed by the Catargis— 
that is to say, by the uncles of Milan, who 
resented the disgrace brought upon their his- 
Seaaee name by their sister’s relations with 


Cusa, 

Milan was 12 years old at the time, and was 
thereupon sent to school at Paris, while 
‘Cusa and Princess Obrenovitch, as well as 
Cusa’'s wife, took up their residence in three 
separate villas, first in the south of France 
and afterwards at Vienna. ‘ 

Princess Obrenovitch, I may add, had a 
#80n by Cusa, known as Demetrius Cusa, who, 
after the death of Princess Obrenovitch and 
of Prince Cusa, was with rare generosity 
and nobility of character adopted by the 
Princess Cusa, who at her death bequeathed 
to him her entire fortune. He was the half- 
brother of Milan. Some insist that he was 
the full brother of the ex-King and that the 
latter being a child of Princess Obrenovitch, 


not by her husband, but by Prince Cusa, had 
no right to the succession of the throne of 


Servia, his son’s occupancy of the Servian 
‘throne being in that case Mkewise illegal. 

Milan was but 14 years of age when 
through the assassination of Prince Michael 
Obrenovitch, his uncle, in the event of his 
having been legitimate—he was summoned 
from his school at Paris to succeed to the 
crown of Servia, subject, it is true, to a 
regency consisting of Ristic, Gabriliwitch, 
and General Blasnavatz. Ristic took no 
share in the systematic deprivation of the 
boy ruler, but is deserving, however, of 
severe blame for allowing his two fellow 
regents to do everything that can be con- 
ceived to destroy what little moral charac- 
ter the Prince possessed. 

By the time Milan had attained his ma- 
jority he had alréady run the entire gamut 
of profligacy, General Blasnavatz in particu- 
lar having apparently construed his duties 
as member of the regency to mean that he 
should be organizer and director of dis- 
graceful revels for his young Prince. No 
wonder that when in the early seventies, 
Ristic, then Premier, hunted high and low 
for a Princess of royal blood to become the 
consort of his Sovereign, he found the door 
of every court of Europe closed in his face. 

It was then that Milan, who had already 
had no less than three attempts made upon 
his life, married much against the wishes of 
his Ministers the 16-year-old daughter of 
the Russian millionaire army contractor, 
Colonel Ketschko, who jilted his cousin, 
Colonel Constantinovitch for his sake, the 


betrothal being sdlemnly celebrated at 


Vienna. 
On the eve of the betrothal, Milan while 


strolling along the Ringstrasse was accosted | 


by an old servant of Natalie's who had been 
many years in her employ, and who pre- 
dicted misery for the match, declaring that 
Natalie with her imperious, ambitious, and 
jealous character would never make a suit- 


able wife for Milan. The latter. went on his | 


way laughing, but soon after the marriage 
had occasion to find that the prophecy was 
true, 

Natalie was almost insanely jealous, re- 
sented her husband's attention to other 
women, and especially the free and sensuous 
ways of the women at the Court of Bel- 
grade. The birth of a son, for a time, 
brought about a species of reconciliation be- 
tween the ill-matched couple. But this did 
not last long. When their child was about 
a couple of years old, Natalie was stricken 
with illness which necessitated an operation 
of a dangerous character, and from that 
time forth al! relations between husband 
and wife ceased and their intercourse be- 
came not even that of friends or of ac- 
quaintances, but of two people filled with 
sentiments of bitter resentment against one 
another. 

The memoirs deal at considerable length 
with what are declared to be Natalie’s wholly 
unjustified displays of jealousy against vari- 
ous women figuring at the court of Bel- 
grade, and relate how on one occasion she 
boxed the ears of the wife of General Protic 
in the presence of the entire court at a great 
state function, and how, on an Easter day 
reception, she not only declined to give the 
customary kiss of greeting to the wife of 
the Greek envoy, Mme. Naso, but deliber- 
ately turned her back on her, declaring aloud 
that she did not propose to recognize her 
husband's odalisques. 

Artemisia Christic figures extensively In 
the memoirs, and, unlike the women just 
mentioned, is referred to with a considerable 
amount of bitterness, which is perhaps due 
to the fact that after having been the cul- 
minating cause of Natalie's final abandon- 
ment of her husband, she Had refused to 
marry Milan after nis divorce or to con- 
tinue to place her large fortune at his dis- 
posal. 

An interesting chapter of the memoirs re- 
calls a fact, apparently forgotten, since no 
mention has been made of it in print.in the 
obituaries printed of Milan, or in the pre- 
vious’ publications dealing with the court of 
Belgrade and the Servian royal family, and 
yet which shows better than anything else 
the nature of the enmity which existed be- 
tween husband and wife. It relates how 
when Milan was defeated by Prince Alex- 
ander of Bulgaria and the Bulgarian army 
was marcing on to Belgrade, Queen Natalie 
sent to her husband a decree for him to 
sign, abdicating his throne fn favor of his 
son and nominating herself as regent. With 


this she sent a letter stating that after the 


ignominious defeat of the Servian army, and 
especially the behavior of its chief com- 
mander—that is, Milan—the Obrenovitch 
dynasty was doomed unless Milan withdrew 
in favor of his son. - She added that if Milan 
signed the decree she would undertake to 
arrest the march of Prince Alexander of 
Bulgaria on the Servian capital and to save 
the crown for their child. | 

Milan never forgot or forgave this at- 
tempt to take advantage of his misfortunes 
and this endeavor on her part to further her 
own ambitions and the interests of Russia 
in Servia at the expense of her husband. He 
allowed her to believe that he had signed 
the decree, whereupon she induced the Aus- 
trian envoy, the fascinating Count Rudi” 
Khevenhuller, who was one of her most de- 
voted admirers, to call upon Prince Alexan- 
der and to inform him that any further ad- 
vanee on Belgrade would entail war with 
Austria. Only too late did Prince Alexander 
become aware that the Count had done this 
without authority from Vienna, and only too 
late also did Natalie ascertain she had been 
fooled’ by her husband and that he had not 
signed the decree of abdication.

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FAR FUTURES IN DEMAND. 


SPREADERS IN WHEAT TAKE 
PROFITS, HOLDING MARKET. 


September Over Two Cents Under Jaly, 

and Bought on Theory It Will 
Eventually Barn a Carrying Charge, 
Reducing Discount to One and One- 
half Centa—Corn Weak, Oats Dall 
but Firm, and Provisions a Shade 
Lower. 


The feature of the wheat market yesterday 
was a narrowing of the discounts of the 
deferred futures. September early got to 
2u%c under July, but at this figure a new 
spread became popular—the buying of Sep- 
tember and selling of July—on the belief 
that there-is nothing in the cash situation 
‘~ pantradict the theory that there will 
eventually be a carrying charge for the de- 
ferred futures. There was also profit taking 
by spreaders who have been buying the July 
and selling the iater deliveries. July held 
firm early at 75c, but dropped to 74%c, closing 
at 74%-%c, a net loss of &c. September was 
%ic lower early, but closed %c better at 
73%-%c, a discount of only le. December 
gained %c to 74%c. The tendency to & nar- 
rowing of the spreads was helped by the 
liquidation of a local line of July and a 
. lessening of the pressure on September sell- 
ing for the Southwest. July was helped at 
the close by some buying for the Northwest 
and New York. 


More Bains Northwest. 

There were additional rains in the North- 
west, and it was still raining at Moorehead in 
the Red River Valley, giving continued force 
to the argument that the spring wheat acre- 
age is bound to be materially reduced. The 
Canadian Northwest also had rains. The 
cash demand was poor, the only sales be- 
ing $0,000 bu No. 1 Northern to millers and 
a cargo of 90,000 bu Manitoba wheat afloat. 
Clearances were 558,645 bu, seaboard sales 
96,000 bu. There were only 89 cars at Min- 
neapolis and Duluth, compared with 160 cars 
the previous Saturday, and 177 cars a year 
ago. Primary receipts were 285,099 bu, com- 
pared with 360,477 bu a year ago, and for 
the week were 1,407,000 bu, compared with 
1,620,000 bu the previous week and 2,254 ,000 
bu the corresponding week in 1001. Local 
shipments for the week were 820,997 bu, over 
500,000 bu in excess of the receipts, sug- 
- gesting a good decrease in stocks, and the 
trade expectation was for a decrease of 
8,000,000 bu in the visiblesupply. Broomhall 
estimated world’s shipments at 9,000,000 bu, 
of which nearly two-thirds will be American, 
and a moderate Increase on passage. There 
were no Liverpool markets, but London was 

lower. Paris was steady to %c higher. 
ere were no Australian shipments. 


| Popular to Sell Corn. 
Corn was weak on local pressure, encour-

Kansas City and St. Louis, which markets 
were weak, There was some show of firm- 
ness early, but losses of %c on short selling 
and liquidation, with some reaction on profit 
taking, the close showing losses of %-\%c.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Movement of Cattle, Hogs, 
Lambs, and Horses, with the 
Range of Prices. 


The last week’s receipts of cattle were 
18,000 more than the previous week, hogs 
increased 17,000 and sheep about 5,000. As 
compared with the corresponding week last 
year, there was a decrease of 5,600 cattle, an 
increase of 27,000 hogs, and 7,000 sheep. 
Estimated receipts for Monday’are 17,000 cat- 
tle, 38,000 hogs, and 15,000 sheep, against 
17,000 cattle, 38,000 hogs, and 18,500 sheep a 
week ago. On the corresponding Monday a 
year ago receipts were 25,652 cattle, 84,064 
hogs, and 18.659 sheep. 

The market for cattle, hogs, and sheep was 
the highest of the‘year. Top cattle reached 
$7.60, against $6.45 the previous week, and 
$5.95 a year ago; hogs sold up to.$7.50, being 
$1.50 per hundred kbs higher than a year ago; 
top Colorado wool lambs sold up to $7.40, 
against $5.66, the highest a year ago, and 
$7.55, the top for May, 1900. 

Cattle—Chicago’s receipts of cattle the last 
week were 13,000 larger than the abnormally 
light receipts of the previous week, and5,600 
less than a year ago. The market for cows, 
heifers, and bulls was light in supply and 
prices were extremely high. Stock cattle and 
feeders sold at high prices and that fact cur-

LITTLE’LEFT OF .... 


WHITE PINE FORESTS 


Great Tracts Ravaged by Lumber- 
men and Small Hope of Re- 
_ splenishment. 


HE question of future supply of white 
pine lumber, and that of the pos- 
sible use of millions of acres of* 
cleared and now waste land, have 
attracted the attention of the State 
governments all through the white pine belt. 
Fifty years ago unbroken white pine forests 
extended through northern Maine, northern 
Michigan, and Wisconsin, and considerable 
portions of New York and Pennsylvania, 
New Hampshire, and Vermont, and other 
States. Today these great tracts are al- 
most deserted by lumbermen, while the re- 
maining men are chiefly after hardwood 
and hemlock. An idea of the extent of the 
forest destruction can be gained from @ 
report issued by the State of Wisconsin, 
dealing only wtih the forests of that State. 
Sixty years ago, according to the report, 
there was standing in Wisconsin white pine 


estimated at 185,000,000,000 feet, board meas- 


ure. This pine was in solid forests, in forests 


-mixed with hemlock and in hardwood growth 


all over the northern parts of the State. In- 
to it. up the various rivers, went axmen 
by the thousands. At the month of every 
river sprang up lumber towns, built about 
sawmills, while other mills were erected 
along the railroads far up in the interior. 
Without regard to the future the forests 
were slaughtered. In a single year, toward 
the close of the period, as high as 3,500,000,- 
000 feet were out out. Two billion feet a 
year was no unusual figure. 


Wholesale Timber Destruction. 


In the last forty years the entire territory 
has ‘been logged over. There is not a town- 
ship in which logging operations have not 
been carried on. In the later years, not de- 
terred by the fact that they were threatened 
by an extermination of the species of tree 
which has proved such a wonderful lumber 
producer, the woodsmen, moved to carry on 
the logging operations, gave orders to cut 
everything that would makea 2x4.”" Under 
this order the wholesale destruction was 
made even more complete, and trees no- 
where near their full growth were cut in 
spite of positive knowledge that such trees 
if left a few years longer would not only 
greatly increase in size and tn actual value 
of timber but would furnish a much greater 
proportion of marketable timber to a given 
length of stem. 

In this way the axmen left, in 1898, of the 
135,000,000,000 feet but 17,000,000,000 feet of 
white pine available for market. In Michi- 
gan the destruction had been if anything 
more complete. In Maine the white pine 
was practically annihilated, and’ the other 
Eastern States were similarly situated. Less 
than half the mills of twenty years ago still 
remain. 

The lumbermen alone were not entirely 
responsible for this destruction, however. 
For instance, in diminishing the 135,000,000,- 
000 of standing timber to 17,000,000,000 they 
cut only 85,000,000,000. The rest was al- 
most all destroyed by terrible forest fires, 
hte we raged time and again through the 


Burned by Careless Lumbermen. 


These fires were to a certain extent due to 
the lumbermen. In cutting outa pine thicket 
they would leave the old branches and other 
rubbish on the ground, where it would drv 
out and become highly infammable. Urged 
to burn these “slashings’’ over when 
through them, so as to reduce the probability 
of the spread of a big fire later, they paid no 
attention to this, but continued to leave the 
tinder strewn around where a spark could 
ignite it. Without fail the sparks came. 
Many areas were burned over several times, 
until the last vestige of pine growth was 
killed. The great fires of Peshtigo and Phil- 
lips are still memorable in Wisconsin annals. 
In each of these it was true that the fire had 
been burning in a smal! and easily control- 
lable way several days or weeks before it 
broke out in its ferocity. 

Still, the timbering and the fires have 
not entirely conquered the Wisconsin pines. 
It is not a tree of remarkably quick growth, 
but it has great power to adapt itself to cir- 
cumstances. It is an irregular seeder, and 
consequently has not succeeded in seeding 
many burned areas. But in some of these, as 
notably about Grand Rapids, young groves 
of pine have sprang up and thrived and the 
second growth has now attained such a stage 
that it is certain that in that region if the ex- 
isting trees are allowed to mature for fifty 
years there will be a billion feet of available 
timber in them. There are 200,000 acres of 
these young trees growing. There are, how- 
ever, several million acres covered with 
haif burned and useless forest growth, and 
3,000,000 acres entirely bare, save perhaps 
for stumps, and producing no revenue either 
to State or private owner. 


Trying to Preserve Trees. 


In Pennsylvania, which was once ah 
of the white pine, the trees have been Dorp 
to such an extent that the State Forestry 
commission has instituted vigorous research 
into methods for persuading the trees to 
grow where they formerly did. Asa result, 
thorough knowledge of the tree and its 
habits and the economic features of Its 
growth have beén brought to light. 

In the mountain country of Pennsylvania 
still remain many specimens of the old 
“pumpkin pine,’ as woodsmen term the 
finest grade of white pine that has’attained 
its complete growth and is hard and firm. 
These trees are nearly all more than 200 
years old, and are at breast height above the 
@tfound generally in excess of 20 inches in 
The percentage of merchandise- 
able timber in them is much higher than in 
young trees. 

For example, in an old pine that was killed 
and cut under the eyes of the Commission 
Inspectors, it was found that the tree was 
351 years old, was 42 inches in diameter at 
breast height, and was 155 feet high. From 


this tree a log 114 feet long was sawed as 


available for timber, and this was cut into 
3,335 board feet of timber. Such a tree, cut 
into good boards, would be worth more than 
$75 delivered in Chicago. 

The pines were found to be of such slow 
growth that at five years of age they were 
but a foot high. After that, however, they 
went ahead with great rapidity, and by the 
time they were fifty years old were more 
than 60 feet in height, and fine marketable 
timber, cutting logs not less than 14 inches 
thick. Such a log as that is considered fine 
timber in Wisconsin today. Where former- 
ly from five to seven sawlogs were required 
to make a thousand feet of boards, now 
often as Many as twenty are used for this 
purpose. 

The investigations have showed, finally, 
that while the great areas cleared of pines 
will never be so covered again, and that many 
of them must be used for agriculture, 
there is much sandy and rocky soil that is 
better for pine than anything else, and 
that if it is properly cultivated, planted with 
nursery care, and cut when ready for eco- 
nomical cutting, these regions can be made 
to yield many millions of feet of lumber an- 
nually at a profit. In fact, white pine 
‘“farming”’ is said to offer profitable in- 
vestment for otherwise useless lands. 


EARLY MARRIAGES. 


Rhosllanerchrugog, North Wales, prob- 
ably holds the record for early marriages.

I know of one dressmaker who closed 
up her shop because she was unable to get 
help. This -was perhaps a more erratic 
course than the situation demands, but at 
the same time it is significant. About the 
only requirement we make of an apprentice 
is that she must know how to handle a needle

It is evident to 
any one who has occasion to observe that 
their education, no matter how highly de- 
veloped in other Mnes, is sadly neglected 
when it comes to sewing.” — 

A sewing girl works on an dverage about 
nine and a half hours a day, with half an hour 
for lunch at noon. The number of hours 
she puts in is regulated largely by the sea- 
son, for dressmakers are busier at certain 
times of the year than at others. During 
the time she is in the shop a girl is busily 
employed, and the work, while extremely 
light so far as an expenditure of strength is 
concerned, is oftentimes taxing on the 
nerves, and for this reason is hard.

ods in bookkeeping and account keeping for

. G. @Angerville of French scientific 
fame, has recently devoted considerable 
pains to an inspection of matters manual. 
He reports that hands serve in certain quar- 
ters as data for the identification of crim- 
inals, as substitutes to the illiterate for the 
art of managing pen and ink when attaching 
signatures to documents, and among musical 
people, so far as the finger tips are con- 
cerned, as an index to ascertain the quality 
of touch in piano playing: again, so far as 
the finger tips go. as the sole guide necessary 
for acquainting one with the personality of 
the owner. 

M. d‘Angerville has furthermore discovered 
that the hand abnormally fingered is present 
in a variety of ways which cover almost 
every type of extremity expressed in the 
animal world fromthe “lobster claw” 
through the three-fingered stage like the 
prehistoric horse, four gers, and super- 
numerary digits to the grand total of seven. 

The supernumerary finger its an infirmity 
of hand more common than generally sup- 
posed, because quite unnoticeable except 
upon close inspection. There ids a story of a 
bridegroom who did not find out until after 
his honeymoon had been spent that in ask- 
ing for the hand of his bride he had re- 
ceived more than he had expected. His wife 
had six fingers on her hands. 


‘Men with Extra Fingers. 


Sometimes the extra finger comes in the 
thumb and is much in the 
n nddittonal ring or 
index finger which can follow the motion of 
the other fingers and make itself useful by 
picking up objects and the like. Seven fin- 
gered hands are not extremely rare. Extra 
fingers on both hands and both feet may be 
transmitted to others by heredity. 

The opposite of polydactism, or the reduc- 
tion of the number of fingers is quite well 
known and not at all infrequent. There are 
many four-fingered hands where the fingers 
look like two thumbs and two other fingers, 
other hands have but three fingers and still 
others have what is known as the lobster 
claw, just two fingers. 

Hair on the hand is not infrequent. It is 
always absent on the joint that bears the 
nail and is rare on the middle joint. ‘The 
hair is a relic of pre-human ancestors and 
appears on the joint which has always been 
least exposed. 

The hand beautiful must not only be 
possessed of all the familiar attributes of 
grace and delicacy, with taper fingers, and a 
web-like tracery of purple veins revealed 
through a dainty veil of satiny skin, but it 
must also maintain a certain proportion in the 
length of the fingers. This after the concep- 
tions of a remote and artistic Greece. 

The middle finger is always the longest, the 
thumb and the little finger the shortest, while 
the ring and index fingers take an interme- 
diate position. It isa singular fact that the 
index finger is sometimes shorter than the 
ring finger and sometimes longer. In the 
larger monkeys such as the gorilla, the chim- 
panzee, and the orang outang the index is 
always shorter than the ring finger. The 
same is true of the lower types of people. 
Twenty-five negroes were submitted to an 
inquisition regarding their finger lengths and 
twenty-four were found to have the ring fin- 
ger longer than the index by at least one- 
third of an inch, In the remaining case the 
two fingers were the same. An Italian anato- 
mist carried on similar investigations with 
his country people and found that of seven

EING born a twin is sometimes one 
of the gravest of misfortunes that can 
overtake one. 

This is not so characteristically, true 
in the United States, where titles do 
not descend from eldest son to eldest son 
down through centuries of time. But in 
countries where birth counts for everything 
the time of entrance into the world fre- 
quently plays an important part in shaping 
the destinies of men. When twin sons are 
‘born the gifts of peerage naturally descend 
upon the first to make its entrance into the 
‘world, while the other perhaps misses the 
right to claim title to an earldom or some 
other gift of family position by the narrow 
margin of only a few minutes. 
. There are some striking examples of the 
‘strange situations brought about by the 
birth of twins among the titled families of 
‘Great Britain. The most important of these 
: i to be found in the case of the Earlof Dur-

ham the most notable twin of. the peerage.

residence is well proved by attestations of 
charters and incidental evidence from a 
period nearly approaching the Norman con- 
quests. The twins were born on June 19, 
1855. The elder by a few minutes succeeded 
to the family title and an estate of 30.500 
acres, while the younger has been com- 
pelled to content himself with a seat in 
Parliament for the southeast division of 
Durham. 

So it was with Lord Malmesbury and his 
twin brother, Alexander Charles Harris. 
They were born on Dec. 18, 1872, and here 
again the freakish pranks of rank asserted 
themselves. The first born was the eldest 
son of the fifth Earl of Malmesbury, and in

1890 succeeded the title and rank of his 
father, while the other became known merely 
as the “‘ twin brother of Lord Malmesbury,” 
who, not being married, holds the title and 
what it involves in trust for his twin brother. 
Lord Malmesbury owns about 7,000 acres of 
land, which reverted to him from his father’s 
estate. 

The Dathousie twins, although not so di- 
rectly victims of birth, furnish another ex- 
ample of this sort.

HE Town of Danvers, located on the 
Illinois Central road, in McLean Coun- 
ty, Ill, lays claim to the production of 
more unusual occurrences, unique oc- 
cupations, and novel undertakings 

than any other town in Dlinois. Danvers 
raises onions, sassafras, big families, fast 
horses, gathers quaint relics, and preserves 
eggs. 

Lee Radcliffe, a farmer who resides two 
miles west of Danvers, has undertaken to 
raise the biggest crop of onions on wild land 
ever planted in Illinois. He will sow the seed 
broadcast among the stumps on cleared land. 
Radcliffe expects to harvest 400 bushels that 
will be ‘worth $1 a bushel. 

The best record in digging and cutting 
sassafras roots in Illinois has been made this 
spring in a locality east of Danvers. Two 
boys, named Dilmon, aged 11 and 9 years, 
have been working since February, and have 
produced roots and bark for which they were 
paid $50 in cash. The sales were made in 
small bundles to citizens of Danvers.

The prospective mother will not re- 
ceive anything from the mother of a stil 
born or unritualized babe. Among th 
Todas bows and arrows are buried under a 
tree two months ere birth, by the prospec- 
tive father and mother, to place the coming 
babe under the protection of tree genit at 
its coming birth. Neglect of this results in 
defective or deformed children. i 
Since the fetich spirit of primitive man is 
neither totally malign nor benign, the babe 
in which he took up residence might be 
placated into a benign or angered into a 
malign being. Among primitive races medic- 
al powers often descend by inheritance. In 
various parts of the world unbaptized chil- 
dren, illegitimate children, and children born 
out of due time and season or deformed 
are credited with curative powers or looked 
upon as “doctors born.” 


Cures by Seventh Sons. 


In Spain the first kiss of an unbaptized 
child is a panacea against toothache. In 
northeast Scotland ‘‘a seventh (successive) 
son,” were worms put into his hand before 
baptism, could heal ringworm simply by 
rubbing the affected part with his hand. 
Such a‘son was a doctor by nature. In Ire- 
land healing powers are acquired if his hand, 
ere it has touched anything for himself, be 
touched with the future medium of cure. 
If silver be the charm, a silver coin is put 
into his hand, meal or salt. His father’s 
hair or whatever substance a seventh son 
rubs with must be worn by his parents as 
long as he lives. In some portionsof Europe 
a seventh son, born on Easter eve, was 
able to cure quartan fevers. In Germany 
“if a woman have had seven sons in suc- 
cession the seventh can heal all manner of 
hurt.” His touch can cure wens at the 
throat. In France the marcou (seventh son) 
has had a great reputation; his body is said 
to be marked with a fleur-de-lis. Cure is ef- 
fected by simply breathing upon the dis- 
eased part or by allowing the patient to 
touch a mark on his body. The Cherokee 
Indians had the belief that the seventh son 
is a natural born prophet, with the gift of 
healing by touch. In France similar powers 
have also been attributed to the fifth son. 
The seventh son of the seventh son Is still 
more famous, while to the twenty-first son, 
born without the intervention of a daugh- 


.ter, prodigious cures are ascribed. 


In France a “ seventh daughter ”’ can cure 
chilblains on the heels. In England the 
seventh daughter of a seventh daughter 
claims great skill as a herb doctor. In 
northeastern Scotland a posthumous child 
has the gift of curing disease by looking on 
the patient. In Donegal, Ireland, the peas- 
ants wear a lock of hair from a posthumous 
child to guard against whooping cough. In 
France such a child can cure wens. A ohild 
that has never known its fathér can cure 
swellings and drive away tumors.

Twins Regarded as Prodigies. 

Twins in many countries are prodigies en- 
dowed with unusual powers. In Essex, Eng- 
land, “‘a left twin,”’ or a child which has 
survived its fellow-twin, has the r 
of curing the thrush in a girl by blowing 
Yhree times into her mouth. Among the 
Kwakiuti of British Columbia, twins are 
sble to cure disease by swinging a rattle. 
In Liberia (Africa) they possess great heal- 
ing powers, for which reason most of them 
become doctors. 

In Scotland children born feet first possess 
great power to heal sprains, lumbago, and 
rheumatism, either by rubbing or trampling 
on the afflicted part. The chief virtue lies 
in the feet. In Cornwall, England, the moth- 
er of such a child likewise has the power to 
cure rheumatism by trampling on the victim. 
The Nialis, off the western coast of Sumatra, 
censider chidiren born feet first gifted for 
treatment of dislocation. 

In Tilinois, as late as 1881, ‘“‘snapping doc- 
tors ’’’ who preceded their kindred, the osteo- 
paths, gloried in their enormous feet, due to 
‘heir having been born feet foremost. From 
this belief sprang the surgeon's frequently 
beneficial use of the foot in reducing disloca- 
tions. Fetichic belief led to experiment,. 
which cleared away the occult cobwebs that 
underlie practices of dubious origin, but of 
indubitable value. 

From this view of the babe’s spiritual 
origin sprang practices of a semi-sacrificial 
type. Mexicans of the Rio Grande region 
in Texas, to cure rheumatism, stroke a little. 
girl’s head three times; a golden-haired one 
is preferred. The Jews of Galicia cure small- 
pox by rubbing the pustules with the tresses 
of a girl. The scrofula disappears among 
them if a bachor (first born son) touch it 
with thumb and little finger. 

Belief in the power of the hunchback to 
cure the diseases and to confer good luck on 

those who rub his hump still survives in 
most large cities. The remarkable prociivity 
for metrimony with hunchbacked women is 
e@ phase of this notion. 


Influences Regarded as Malign. 

Stillborn and unritualized babes had, how- 
ever, usually malign qualities, and hence 
were buried with burial and other ceremo- 
nies, warding off the living from their at- 
tack. The savagery toward unbaptized 
babes of Calvinism is a survival of this old 
belief. Great fear of dead, unbaptized, un- 
ritualized, and stillborn children is evinced 
by many nations during the stupor stages 
of diphtheria, scarlatina, typhus, typhoid, 
spotted, and other fevers, or during any de- 
lirtous states of childhood. ‘ 

In Annam the natives surround the beds 
of their children with nets and never leave 
them alone, fearing such a demon should 
sneak in and take possession of them. This 
belief in another form leads not infrequent- 
ly to murder through a notion that during the 
periods of unconsciousness and delirium a 
changeling has been preduced. Usually the 
attempt to turn the changeling back is made 
through fire. This has not s0 cruel a basis 
as it would seem, since in all theology, in- 
clusive of fetichism. blood, as Goethe re 
marks, is a quite peculiar juice.

Danger During Teething. 


During the period of the first teeth — 
all races anticipate at a certain stage of 
culture serious danger from epirftual assalil- 
ants. This danger was sometimes seemingly

assailant had gained the victory when teeth 
appeared first in the upper jaw. All such 
children are killed as changelings. Among 
other races success of the spiritual assailant 
extended only as far as the jaws, and could

Around these practices grew up an elab- 
orate ritual. Teeth removed must be burnt 
lest the teeth be picked up by an animal 
whose teeth would thereefter take its place. 
This belief still persists in the New England 
States, in West Virginia, Kentucky, North 
and South Carolina. 

The English term, “ an unbridled tongue,” 
has a record in folklore. The belief is wide- 
spread among the Aryan speaking peoples 
that cutting of the bridle of the tongue is 
necessary to enable the child to nurse or 
speak. The operation is frequently per- 
formed by nurses and wise women with the 
finger nail. The sacred ash isoften used as 
a balsam after the operation. P 

Nursing as part of the environment of the 
child received considerable attention from 
the fetichists. Many taboos surrounded the 
woman at this period. In Bohemia she was 
not allowed to eat fish or mute animals lest 
the child should be mute, Through the de- 
sire to protect their child for a prolonged 
period, nursing was protracted in primitive 
races. As mother right preceded father 
right, and as the mother was hence the 
child's legal relative, her desire to protect 
the child led to this prolongation. Motherly 
tenderness, pleasure excited by nursing, a 
desire to. prevent maturity and fetichistic be- 
lief as to guarding the child from spiritual 
danger of disease, aM united in protracting 
the period of lactation among primitive peo- 
ples. Even among races as high as those of 
the Caucasus boys of 7 go to school, albeit 
not yet weaned.

Mother’3 Inflcence on Race. 


The factor in history that has changed the 
human being from a gregarious animal to a 
man living in a monogamous family is, as 
Butler has remarked, unquestionably the 
child, Through the protection by the moth- 
er of the child during a comparatively long 
period a struggle for existence between its 
central nervous system and its ordinary 
physical functions was protracted in favor 
of the former, albeit not enough to prevent

begins at 8. The beneficial protection of in- 
fancy childhood which fetichism 
brought about through its influence on ma- 
ternal love is now sought in other directions, 
but the benefit which fetichism thus exerted 
cannot now be well overestimated. 

In Bohemia, as Ploss remarks, the new- 
born child is usually measured by an old 
woman, each limb being measured in suc- 
cession and compared with the others. The 
hand must be as long as the face. If the 
proper relations do not subsist magical cer- 
emonies are employed to prevent the spir- 
itual assailants from injuring the child. 
The mountaineers of West Virginia retain 
much folk lore of the Eurafrican, Eurasiatic, 
and Aryan races. To Marasmus they apply 
the term “ gobacks.” The mother goes to 
some Wise woman who has a reputation for 
curing this disease. She divests the infant 
of clothing and places it on its back. Then 
with yarn she measures its length or height 
from the crown of the head to the sole of 
the heel, cutting off a piece which exactly 
represents its length. This she applies to 
the foot, measuring off length by length to 
see if the piece of yarn contains the length 
of the foot an exact number of times. This 
operation is watched by the mother with 
the greatest anxiety, for on this coincidence 
of measure depends the child's weal or wee. 
If the length of the string is not an exact 
multiple and there is a remainder, however 
small, the baby has the gobacks. In meas- 
uring, elasticity of the yarn is not regarded 
nor repetitions tried as tests of accuracy. 
The string with which the determination is 
made must be hung on a gate hinge of the 
parents’ premises. As the string decays so 

away the gobacks. But if the string 
be lost the ailment lingers until a new test 
is made and once more hung out to decay. 
Sometimes the cure is hastened by fixing 
the string so that it will wear. 

This custom partially survives in the com- 
paratively high value placed on weighing the 
child as a prophylactic. The practice is one 
which starting in folk lore fetichism yields 
results of value in determining unseen in- 
roads of disease. | 


Massage of the Newborn. 


Another practice, not without hygienic 
value which arose in fetichistic folklore, is 
massage of the newborn infant. Among the 
Songishes the mother rubs the child as 
soon as it is born from the mouth towards 
the ears, so as to press the check bones 
somewhat upwards. The outer corners of the 
eyé are pulled outward so that they may 
not become round, which is considered {1) 
looking. The calves of the legs are pressed 
backward and upward and the knees are 


tied together to prevent the feet from turn-_| 


ing inward. The forehead is pressed 

Immediately after birth, the eyebrows of 
the Nootka infant are pressed upward; 
its belly is pressed forward and the calves 


of the legs are squeezed from the ankles up- | 


ward. These manipulations are believed to 
improve the appearance of the child. 

The pressing of the eyebrows upward fu)- 
fill the ideal of beauty found in the carvings 
of the Indians of Alaska. The squ 
of the legs is intended to produce slim 
ankles. Another phase of this is the practice 
of deforming the skull. This is foun among 
races as widely separated in culture as the 


Flat Head Indians, the Normans and the 
Bretons. A survival of these practices lin- 
gers, as Chamberlain suggests, in the game 
which nugses play on the babies features. 
This consists of touching nose, mouth, eyes, 
etc., giving a caress or slap to the chin and

DIFFICULT TO UNTIE. 


To open a knot made from human hair 
would be difficult even for Alexander, who 
opened the Gordian knot: It séems difficult 
indeed to open such a knot in the regular 
way, but it is easy when the following direc- 
tions are given: Wet the left hand near the 
little finger where a groove appears when 
the hand is being closed. Then place the 
hair in the hand with the knot in such a po- 
sition as shown in figure, and close the 
hand. 

By hitting the hand against the knee the 
friction caused by the hitting will open the 
knot so far that a pin can be inserted. Then

For the performance of this experiment a 
straw, a walnut, and two Nazelnuts are need- 
ed. Part of the broad end of the walnut is 
cut off and the contents removed. Near the 
pointed end two holes are bored of the diam- 
eter of the straw. In each of the two hazel- 


nuts two holes are bored as shown in illus- .. 


tration, and the contents of the nuts are 
carefully removed with the help of a nut- 
picker. Both hazelnuts are connected with 
the walnut by two pieces of straw of even 
length—about three inches—as shown in illus- 
tration. In the side holes of the hazelnuts 
two pieces of straw of one inch length are 
stuck. 

Place the walnut with its pointed end on 
the cork of a bottle, whereby the whole sys- 
tem will be balanced. Pour a thin stream of 
water in the walnut; the water will run 
through the long pieces of the straw and the 
hazelnuts, coming out of the two small 
pieces of straw. Hereby the whole apparatus 
will come to a turning motion, as the water 
exercises a pressure on the side of the hazel- 


’ nut lying opposite the opening of the smalli 


pieces of straw. 

The holes in the nuts are best bored with 
the help of a redhot piece of wire, to avoid 
breaking the walls of the nuts,

geous pumpkins. 

Residents of the city need not £0 a mile 
from the City Hall to find an ideal portrayal 
of an up-to-date county fair conducted along 
the most improved lines. This novel ex- 
hibition, an incident of real life, but none 
the less entertaining because of its com- 
mercial relations, may be seen regularly once 
each week, and although it has been running 
for years and years, it has during all this 
time lost none of its novel and striking 
features. 

Chicago's perpetuated county fair is tne 
Saturday night shopping crush in the Ghetto. 
The only thing needed to make this interest- 
ing weekly bit of life a county fair indeed are 
an overstocked “ floral hall’ and the man 
with the gambling machine that can't lose. 
The ruralistic environment is marred con- 
siderably by the unavoidable air of city life 
that is necessarily injected into the scene, 
but in spite of humming electric cars, clack- 
ing cables, and sputtering arc lights the 


‘ 
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typical Saturday night of the Ghetto is won- 
derfully like a spectacular county fair. 

Halsted street, one of the busiest thorough- 
sares in Chicago at all times, is the heart of 
the district which presents a type of life 
distinctively its own, and on Saturday night, 
when whole families, from the heads down 
to babes in arms, set out with the weekly 
pay envelopes to shop they create an inter- 
esting panorama that cannot be duplicated 
elsewhere in Chicago. This last night of the 
week is in effect a holiday for most of the 
men, women, and children living in the dis- 
trict. They plod about from store-to store in 
groups of from two to a dozen persons each 
and visit back and forth while bargaining 
for articles of wearing apparel or stocking 
up the family larder for the coming seven 
days. 

Saturday night in this district suggests 
nothing more forcibly than the closing day 
of a county fair, when everything is “* going 
cheap to close out.”” Most of those composing 
the crowds are either buying or selling, but 
there are many who turn out on this weekly 
occasion simply to be in touch with the life 
that the scene presents. The result isa rest- 
less, surging mass of humanity that sweeps 
up and down and over and across the crowded 
thoroughfares from early evening until the 
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lights in stores are dimmed and huckster 
wagons, devastated of their stocks, begin 
rattling homeward. 

Halsted street, a block either way from 
Twelfth street, presents the most typical 
scenes of the Saturday night county fair 
in Chicago. Into this territory the life of 
scores of adjacent streets is turned soon 
after 6 o'clock, and am hour or two later the 
activity of the street isat its height. Then 
it is that the man with the huckster wagon, 
the fruit vender, the shoestring peddler, and, 
in fact, every one who has something to sell 
gets busy. 

The curb on both sides of the street is 
lined with these sidewalk merchants, and 
they add their characterisiic “ barking "’ to 
the babble of tohgues and rustle of an ex- 
cited, clamorous crowd. 

A peculiar feature of the Saturday night in 
the Ghetto is that much of the business is 
done on the sidewalk. All sorts of articles 
are sold from wagons and stands, and in 
addition merchants anticipate the tenden- 
cies of their customers by covering the out- 
side of their stores with tempting articles, 
usually, marked down for the occasion. 

And this exterior ‘“ baiting” scheme 
proves effective. In front of stores plastered 
with bargain tickets crowds will congregate 


until the sidewalk is blocked, and police in- 
tervention is oftentimes necessary to keep 
a passageway clear for pedestrians. Mer- 
chants also take advantage of the crowds 
to announce the bargain sales of the follow- 
ing Monday. The result is that there is 
plenty of novelty to engage the women and 
make the Saturday evening shopping tour 
an event to be looked forward to. 

Inside the larger stores, where everything 
is soldj from a paper of pins to a sack of flour, 
it is next to impossible to move about, and 
the din caused by rushing clerks, scamper- 
ing cash girls, and talkative customers, who 
for the most part speak in their native 
tongue, is almost deafening. Most of the 
shoppers are women, and they will barga‘n 
sometimes for an hour over the purchase 
of a single article the value of which is less 
than $1. 

The crowds themselves are typical of the 
district from which they come. Practically 
the entire population is foreign, and few of 
the women appearing in the Saturday night 
crush wearhats. They go about with shawls 
either wrapped about their heads or thrown 
carelessly across their shoulders, exposing 
their jet black hair to the night winds. The 
entire family usually accompanies the mother 
and father onthe shoppingtour. Frequently 
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the family consists of a dozen small children. 
Those old enough to walk cling to the 
mother’s skirts or scamper at her heels, and 
a woman with two small! children in ‘her 
arms is no uncommon sight. 

The curb is the favorite visiting place of 
these weekly shoppers, and as a matter of 


fact they do most of their visiting while dis-_ 


bursing the contents of weekly pay envel- 
opes among the merchants of the district. 
Whole families hold jolly. reunions In the 
street and do as much gossiping as could 
possibly take place in any sitting-room. 

A peculiar characteristic of these Saturday 
night shoppers is that they usually carry 
their purchases home with them instead of 
instrusting them to the delivery man. By 10 
o’clock the already congested condition of 
streets in the district is increased by men 
carrying parlor stands, hand lamps, sacks of 
flour, and other articles of equal propor- 
tions. 

The shoppers seem all bent upon get- 
ting home at the same time. Those who do 
not use street cars wa!k, and the closing in- 
cidents of the gala night look for all the 
world like Friday afternoon on a county 
fair ground. Saturday night shopping in this 
district is so much like a county fair that 
it would be hard to draw a rigid distinction.

Easy to Raise. 

Snail raising is beset with few difficulties. 
All that is needed is a small inclosure in a 
moist place, so protected that the crawling 
gasteropod cannot stray away with its shell- 
house on its back. 

In the Los Angeles snailery the pens are 
built under a large windmill tank, where 
water is plentiful. Several long boxes, two 
feet wide and one and one-half feet in 
height, are arranged_about an open space, 


"and the tops are covered with wire netting 


fitted with hinges. Inside the boxes are 
numerous lengths of drain tile, in and upon 
which the snails cling in great numbers and 
all stages of development. 
snail, tiny in size and 
whitish-gray in-color, are laid May or 
June, when large numbers of the creatures 
gather in sunny places. When about to lay 


‘the snail burrows into the-damp soil, shel- 


tered from the sun's rays, and deposits from 


.thirty to fifty eggs that look like small pills. 


Three or four similar deposits are made and 
abandoned in a season. 

Ordinarily the young snail gnaws its way 
out of the shell and to the surface within 
twenty or thirty days, but instances have 
been noted of eggs that have been dried 
and kept for many years and then returned 
to a moist place, where they hatched in the 
usual period. |

The snails are liveliest in the early morn- 
ing. ‘This is their feeding time, and they 
come out in myriads to receive a shower 
bath from a garden hose and to feast on the 
cabbage, lettuce, and grape vine leaves that 
compose their diet.

Preparing Them for Market. 


In preparing the creatures for food they 
are kept for about four weeks in wine- 
soaked bran, where they fatten rapidly and 
are freed from all extraneous and slimy mat- 
ter. When this preparation is not possible 
the snails are taken from their shells and 
washed many times in salt and water or 


vinegar and salt. Then they are placed in. 


a stewpan and cooked in salt and water or 
boile@ in milk. Another method is to place 
them in the vessel, shells and all, and to boll 
them with herbs, cloves, and whole peppers 
until they fall from the shells. Then the 
tails are clipped off, the shells scrubbed, and 
a paste made of parsley. butter, bread 
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crumbs, and white wine. meat is re- 
placed in thezghells with this paste,and then 
the mass is) placed in a gaking dish and 
browned. in a/;ot oven.

A Careful: Process. 


For these she steamed the face and then 
washed it with hot water. O, the beneficial 
results of proper steaming’and the harmful 
Ones of steaming improperly. One should 
remain in a warm room at least an hour after 
the steam plays upon the face, and it would 
be better to lie down and throw a warm towel 
Over the face, 

By “steaming” is not meant the actual 
putting of the face into the direct vapor 
of the steam, but the process of holding the 
face where it becomes heated from the first 
vapor that is given off as the water comes 
toa boil. It should not actually boil, for this 
may be harmful to the eyes. 

The putting on of hot cloths, one after 
another, will do just as wel, but it is tedious 
pnd one requirer an assistant to wring out 
phe cloths. 

Kindred to the care of the face is that of 
the neck. Color and grace count with the 
neck, and particularly color. 

Now that the vogue for the long neck is in 
there are many’ little exercises for the 
lengthening of the neck. The stretching 
process is the best. It is performed by lift- 
ing the chin as high as possible and throw- 
ing the head as far back as one can. It 
really does not add anything to the length 
of the neck, or at least one does not see how

it could really do so. But it gives grace, and 
this increases the apparent length. 

Let a woman be able to turn her head 
lightly, and to lift her chin well, and her 
neck will seem to be longer than the neck 
of the one who sits with chin rigid and al- 
most immovable. 

It would surprise you to note how few wom- 
en ever turn the head really, and how little 
you turn your head yourself. 


Exercising the Neck. 

The practice of wearing the high stock has 
become such a national habit that the women 
have stiffened in the neck and really cannot 
bend or turnit. The slightest attempt gives 
them that distressing malady known as a 
stiff neck. 

So, in trying the beauty exercises, be care- 
ful. Be moderate. Lift the chin slowly and 
do not exert the muscles too soon. Remem- 
ber that a “crick”’ in the. neck will be the 
price of any indiscretion of this kind. 

There is probably not one woman in a hun- 
dred who does not dread the double chin. 
This often begins to show itself at the age 
of 30, and by 35 most women have it in a 
slight form; by 40 it is pronounced. From 
that age on the chins multiply until! in later 
life they are frequently known4o lie in little 
folds, disfiguring the lower part.of the face. 

The cause of the double chin is a two-fold 
one. First, itt can. be laid to increasing 
avoirdupois. Second, to the habit. of grvear- 
ing the high collar, which renders the neck 
movements impossible and allows fat to ac- 
cumulate for lack of exercise. 

The double chin is, at all stages, remova- 


ble, but it needs patience and massage. 

It is true that massage is a developer. But 
if it is practiced in swift, hard strokes it will 
reduce. A vigorous massage underneath 
the chin will remove the layers of fat. But 
with the massage there must be exercise of 
another kind, and this is the kind of exer- 
cise which is to be found in the turning and 
twisting of the neck and the bending back- 
wards and forwards of the head. 

_ The double chin will soon give way before 
this kind of treatment, and the one who is 
reducing her chin can be as rough as she 


pleases, ‘for the mass needs vigorous treat-— 


ment. 
Effect of the Diet. 

Fruit is highly recommended at this time 
of year for the complexion. But there are 
those who break out and pimple with it. 
There are people who have a rash after 
eating strawberries; others suffer from that 
childish trouble, ‘“* hives,” on taking the 
juice of the raw grape. Pears will give 
many people a decided roughness, and the 
summer fruits, berries, etc., have been 
known to develop pronounced cases of wide- 
spreading blotches on the face. 

There is something peculiar about the 
acid of raw fruits that is not fully under- 
stood by physicians. One person cannot 
take the pulp of the pineapple without mak- 
ing the mouth and throat sore; another can- 
not eat raspberries without suffering from 
a burning in the stomach.
